Scearce Finds No Basis 
‘for Dismissal of Milk 
Control Section Head, 
but Tells Dr. Smith He 
_. May Appeal.

Milton R. Fisher, a veterinarian, 
“and head of the city’s milk control 
section for the last 14 years, whose 
disthissal by Dr. J. Earl Smith, 
health commissioner, was disap- 
proved yesterday by Personnel Di- 


rector R. Elliott Scearce, will re-' 


port to his office in Municipal 


Courts Building tomorrow morn- 


ing to resume his duties. 

In refusing to approve the fir- 
ing of Fisher, whom Dr. Smith 
charged with “incompetence, mal- 
administration, disloyalty and fail- 
ure to co-operate with his supe- 
rior (Dr. Smith),” Scearce notified 
the health commissioner that he 
might appeal the disapproval to 
the Civil Service Commission. 
Fisher was fired last Tuesday. 

' Binds No Basis for Charges. 

Scearce reported that an investi- 
gation made by him, as required 
by the civjl service law, to deter- 
mine the justification of the firi:y, 
showed no basis for the charges 
brought against Fisher by Dr. 
Smith. 

Beth Dr. Smith and Fisher de- 
clined to comment on Scearce’s 
action. Fisher said he would re- 
port for work tomorrow, as direct- 
ed to do by Scearce. 

In his report, Scearce pointed 
out that Fisher had supervised 
operation of the milk control sec- 
tion under the direction’ of the 
late Dr. Joseph F. Bredeck ‘as 
health commissioner from 1935@un- 
til October 1948. He continued 
operating under those practices 
and policies until last April 1 at 
Dr. Smith’s direction, Scearce 


At that time, under a reorgan- 
ization: program announced by Dr. 
Smith, the milk control section, 
with Fisher * directing it, was 
placed under the general super- 
vision. of a Joseph C. Willett. 
Two weeks later new policies and 
procedures for the milk control 
section were announced by Dr. 
Smith, and 12 days later Fisher 
became ill and did not return to 
work unti] last Tuesday, when he 
received his dismissal] notice. 

“Without references to the pro- 
priety of the new policies estab- 
lished by you for the milk control 
section,” Scearce wrote Dr. Smith, 
“it is my opinion that the charges 
set forth in. notice of dis- 
missal are not sustained for the 
period from April 1 to April 28. 

Status Not, to Be Changed. 


“Fisher is to be continued in the 
same. status as though your dis- 
missal had not been submitted. 
This investigation leaves me most 


certain that by use of your recog- | 5€g 


nized administrative skills you can 
fully utilize the training and expe- 
rience of Fisher in carrying out 
your plang for the improvement 
and perfection of the adntfinistra- 
tion of the milk control ordinance. 

“Risher has assured me of his 
willingness to co-operate and par- 
ticipate with you in this impor- 
tant undertaking.” 

At the time of the dismissal, 
Fisher said it “came as a shock,” 
and added he had hired an attor- 
ney to fight the firing before the 
Civil Service ‘Commission, if nec- 
essary, to retain his $480-a-month 
ob. : 
‘ He was brought to St. Louis 
from Paducah, Ky., where he had 
directed administration of the 
standard milk ordinance, in 1933 
by Dr. Bredeck, and was appointed 
head of the milk contro: section 
two years later.

RUSSIA SAYS IT HAS A-BOMB 


‘AT ITS DISPOSAL’; U. S. WILL 


WASHINGTON SEEKS TIGHTER 


UNITY OF WESTERN NATIONS 


Plans to Strengthen Atom Agreement With 


Britain and Canada, Organize for Joint 
Defensive Action.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP) 
—America’s answer to Russia’s 
new atomic weapon, Administra- 
tion officials made clear today, 
will be to speed up and: reinforce 
the total military, political and 
economic unity of the west. 

Responsible informants said the 
Truman Administration was more 
concerned than ever: . 

1. To rebuild this country’s 
rickety atomic partnership with 
Britain and Canada. 

2. To hold the four-year 
American edge over Russia in 
bombs and any other atomic 
weapons, 

3. To speed the creation of 
a unified defense strategy for 
America and Western Europe 
under the North Atlantic Treaty. 

Working on Strategy. 

In both Washington and New 
York, top officials were at work 
on the strategy of getting ready 
for whatever the Russian develop- 
ment may involve. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 


son was in New York at the 
General Assembly of the United 
Nations, in contact with Foreign 
Secretaries Ernest Beyin of Brit- 
ain and Robert Schuman of 
France. President Truman and 
Acheson were believed to be in 
close touch, 

Here—and around the world— 
repercussions from President Tru- 
man‘s dramatic announcement 
continued. A single exception was 
Russia. Not a word in confirma- 
tion or denial of the White House 
statement was forthcoming. 

There was a rash of reports that 
Russia had achieved more than 
one atomic explosion. These came 
from a variety of sources. 

The Mutual Broadcasting Sys- 
tem quoted reports from Stock- 
holm as saying a “second” atomic 
explosion had occurred in Russia. 

The White House would not 
comment, but responsible inform- 
ants said that the explosion which 
the President announced was the 
only one in Russia of which the

led to the defeat of the National- 
ists, It was pointed out that the 
United States since 1942 has given 
China more than two Dillion dol- 
lars: in aid, some of it in the form 
of gold bullion, and that further 
funds at this time w be futile, 

Despite this blunt State Depart- 
ment review and analysis, pro- 
China-aid propagandists have. been 
flooding Congressmen with litera- 
ture and letters for the outpouring 
of additional funds, in the name 
of “anti-Communism.” 

As the Post-Dispatch has dis- 
closed, the two most active propa- 
gandists are Wililam J. Goodwin 
of Roslyn, N.Y., one-time member 
of the notorious Christian Front, 
and Alfred Kohlberg of: New York, 
wealthy importer of Chinese tex- | 
tiles and self-styled “financial 
angel” of the American-China 
Policy Association.

Dismissal of peace disturbance

tice.” The Cardinals’ owner sent 
a copy of the letter to the Mayor. 

Commenting on the develop- 
ment, Mayor Darst told reporters 
police court dockets are over- 
crowded and the judges are “over- 
worked to the extent they prob- 
ably. cannot give full considera- 
tion to every’ case.” 

Considers Third Court, 

He said he was studying the ad- 
visability of establishing a third 
police court to relieve conditions. 
If this is done, Darst explained, 
one court could handle traffic 
cases and the other two could di- 
vide the rest of the work. Passage 
of an ordinance would be required 
to create a new city court. 

Principals in the. Sportsman’s 
Park altercation case are Joseph 
Cherry, 3101 Kimberly avenue, a 
clerk at the notorious Hyde Park 
Club, a gambling establishment at 
Venice, and William F. Goza, the 
usher, who is a University of Mis- 
souri student, of 5559 Pershing 
avenue.

GHILEAN ACCUSES 
RUSSIA OF USING 
HITLER METHODS 


U.N. Delegate Derides 
Red Offer of Peace 
Pact While Putting 
Pressure on Yugoslavia.

NEW YORK, Sept. 24 (AP)— 
Chile accused Russia in the United 
Wations today of an imperialist, 
war-like Red crusade comparable 
with Hitler’s aggressions. 

Chilean chief delegate Hernan 
Santa Cruz said Russia is trying 
to force its will on Yugoslavia in 
domestic and foreign affairs, and 
is a “flagrant threat to peace.” 

Santa Cruz hailed as “profoundly 
ironical’ the proposals yesterday 
by Andrei Y. Vinshinsky, Soviet 
Foreign Minister, that the Big 
Five make a new peace pact. 

He accused Russia of double 
talk and threatening violent ag- 
gression toward Yugoslavia “at 
the very moment when she is con- 
cluding her task in China.” Na- 
tionalist China already has com- 
plained in the Assembly that 
Russia is abetting the 
Communists. 

Chilean a Foe of Reds. 

The Chilean delegate, who has 
jabbed constantly at Communist 
governments in past sessions, 
cried: to the Assembly: “We do not 
think, such an attitude will lull 
the necessary vigilance of the 
demooratic world.” 

Vishinsky’s new peace offensive 
got expected support from tWo 
other speakers in general debate: 
Stefan Wierblowski, head of the 
Polish delegation, and Kouzma 
Kisselev, Foreign Minister of 
White Russia.

Scientists Say U.S. No Longer Can 
Bar Russian Attack in Europe 


Harold Urey One of Group Predicting Atomic 


War With Soviet Union Would Last 


at Least 


10 Years.

CHICAGO, Sept. 24 (AP) — A 
group of top scientists contended 
today that Russia’s development 
of atomic energy means the United 
States no longer can prevent 
Western Europe from being at- 
tacked. 

“Western Europe from here on 
is at the mercy of Russia,” said 
Dr. Harold C. Urey, Nobel Prize 
winner and discoverer of heavy 
water used in atomic reactors. 

“If peace is preserved, it will 
not be because we can prevent 
Western Europe from being at- 
tacked.” 

The scientists agreed also that, 
if the United States and Russia 
ultimately engaged in atomic war- 
fare, it would be at least a 10- 
year military struggle that would 
require occupation as the final 
step. 

All active in- atomic research 
from the start, the scientists ex- 
pressed their views at a press con- 
ference on Russia’s reported de- 
velopment of atomic energy. 

“It makes very little difference 
if the reported atomic explosion 
in Russia was caused by a bomb 
or the blowup of an atomic pile,” 
said Dr. Leo Szilard, a Hungarian- 
born pioneer in atomic research 
now professor of biology at the 
University of Chicago. 

“If the Russians are at the 
atomic pile stage, the manufacture 
of atomic bombs will follow 
shortly. But, I don’t think the 
Russians would let a pile blow up 
if they had the scientific and tech- 


nological, brains to build one.” 


Other scientists in the confer- 
ence were Dr. Thorfin R. Hogness, 
director of the University of Chi- 
cago Institute of Radiobiology and 


-Biophysics, and Dr. Samuel K. 


Allison, director of the university's 
Institute of Nuclear Studies. 

Urey, Allison and Hogness said 
that if no agreement cah 
reached with Russia on interna- 
tional atomic controls, the only 
alternative may be a union of 
western democracies. 

Urey said it became apparent 
early in the discussions on interna- 
tional controls that Russia never 
would agree. Te said a union of 
democraciés with a super-govern- 


ment empowered to declare war /- 


is the only deterrent. He declared 
that sentiment for a world govern- 
ment has “grown amasingly" in 
the last few years. 

The scientists agreed on the fol- 
lowing points: 

1, Russia, because of its vast 
territory and concealed war in- 
dustries, will not need so many 
atomic bombs as the United States 
to reach an atomic weapons par 
with this country. 


2. Atomic weapons alone would 
not be decisive in any such war, 


and such a military struggle would 
last at least 10 years. 

3. Russia is at least abreast of 
the United States in development 
of long-range rockets—potential 
carriers of atomic warheads. 

4. Bacteriological warfare is 
“not in the same class” with 
atomic warfare, A nation needs 
air superiority to start bacteri- 
ological warfare, the materials are’ 
difficult to store, and there is a 
danger the disease will spread 
back to the attacking nation. 

5. Russia’s hand is now vastly 
strengthened in any future dis- 
cussions on international control 
of atomie energy. 

Urey said a “friend” of his in 
Denmark reported that Russia 
was reputed to have 250 snorkel 
submarines in the Baltic sea. ? 


Two Scientists Say More Secrecy 
Would Be Catastrophe. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 24 (UP)— 
Two pioneer atomic scientists said 
today it woul@ be a “major catas- 
trophe” if America imposed more 
secrecy on its atomic develop- 
ments following the disclosure of 
a Russian atomic blast. 

Dr. Harrison Brown, who was 
assistant director of chemistry at 
Oak Ridge during the war, issued 
a statement in behalf of himself 
and Dr. Harold C. Urey. 

“Excessive emphasis on the fal- 
lacy of security has. seriously im- 
peded our own progress in atomic 
research,” the statement said. “We 
fear that this important lesson 
may not have been learned éven 
now by certain groups and indi- 
viduals within our country. Some 
Senators and Representatives have 
indicated that they desire to im- 
pose mere secrecy rather than 
less in our atomic developments.

BANKRUPTCY CASES IN U.S. 
COURTS DOUBLE IN 2 YEARS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP)— 
Bankruptcy cases havé almost 
doubled in the past two years but 
the total is far below the depres- 
sion-ridden 1930's, a United States 
court report said today. 

In 1947, there were 13,170 such 
cases handled in United States 
courts. The number jumped to 
26,021 at the end of the 1949 fis- 
cal year last June 30. 

The report pointed out, however, 
that the increase signified only a 
return to a “more normal volume” 
following the low levels recorded 
during and immediately after 
World War II. By contrast it 
noted there were 70,000 bankruptcy 
cases filed in some of the depres- 
sion years.

The housing situation is so 
bad that many combat troops 
needed in the area and belong- 
ing to units designated for Alas- 
kan assignment cannot be sent 
there. Last winter a tank bat- 
talion that might have been vi- 
tally needed was sent to Alaska 
but had to be brought back be- 
cause quarters could not be 
found for the men. 

The return of this battalion 
left only one battalion of com- 
bat ground troops, an anti-air- 
craft unit, in the entire terri- 
tory, and these men were 
crammed into inadequate bar- 
racks. Had the territory been 
attacked, almost the entire bur- 
den of defense would have 
fallen on the Air Force and 
Navy. 

Air Force Secretary W. Stu- 
art Symington of St. Lou re- 
turned recently from ka 
and is reported to have told 
friends he found the housing 
situation “terrible,” Representa- 
tive Hugh B. Mitchell (Dem.), 
Washington, who accompanied 
Symington, is preparing a re- 
port for Congress on it. 
Mounting public concern and 

Mitchell’s report may stir Con- 
gress to take action, before the 
coming recess, on pending legis- 
lation which would make a good 
start toward solving the problem. 
In companion bills reported fa- 
vorably by the Armed Services 
Committees of Senate and House 
there is authorization for the ex- 
penditure of $62,111,500 for Alas- 
Kan military housing. This bill 
carries a total of $140,000,000 for 
Alaskan operational, research and

such a house in their spare time 
for about $3000, doing all the work 
themselves. There are numerous 
instances of men buying lots in 
civilian communities or home- 
steading tracts 10 or 15 miles 
from a reservation and attempt- 
ing to build homes. 


Some men without families have 
done this and have sold the homes 
at a profit. The two barbers in 
the officers’ club at Fort Richard- 
son near Anchorage, Alaska’s 
largest city, made a practice of 
starting houses and selling them 
partly built and with the finish- 
ing materials delivered on the site. 


This is feasible because there 
are 22 to 23 hours of daylight in 
the summer and it is possible to 
do outside construction work be- 
tween May and October. In some 
cases basements and temporary 
roofs have been Luilt during this 
time and the basements rented to 
one or two families for $70 to $120 
a month. These are houses about 
18 to 24 feet in size. 

In winter it becomes night at 3 
p.m. Daylight is a sort of twi- 
light and lasts only about five 
hours. Soldiers confined to bar- 
racks, with inadequate recreation- 
al facilities on the posts and 
without money to spend in civilian 
recreation areas have a difficult 
time. Such combat ground troops 
as spent the winter last year were 
housed 75 to 80 men in barracks 
designed for 44. 

There are about 12,000 persons 
at Fort Richardson, for example, 
and the main recreational facili- 
ties consist of three post theaters 
with a total of 1200 seats. Resi- 
dents have formed lines three 
blocks long in temperatures of 20 
degrees below zero to get into one 
of these theaters. Anchorage has 
a good modern theater, but the 
admission is $1 per person.

It is a long flight 
and I made a point of talking to 
each one’ of them. Eight had 
served their enlistment period (18 
months for the Air Force,, two 
years for the Army) and definitely 
were not going to re-enlist. Each 
gave the same reason, absence 
from his family. The ninth was 
a hardship case. He couldn’t sup- 
port his family in California and 
himself in Alaska. He was going 
to try to get a discharge and re- 
enlist for some other post,”

“Tt was a miserable dump, but 
I felt I had to certify it, because 
if I hadn’t he would have brought 
his wife up at his own expense 
and would have had to pick up 
his married life @gain financially 
worse off than before.” 

This officer said that priorities, 
while essential, create a caste 
system which often results in ill 
feeling. 

As en example of what sort of 
accommodations can be obtained 
if a man is lucky, this situation 
is cited. One Anchorage structure 
contains five stores at street level 
and eight apartments above the 
stores. A sort of garret above one 
end of the second floor was con- 
verted into a two-room and kitch- 
en apartment, with shower and 
toilet, each room being a rect- 
angle about 10 by 13 feet. The 
kitchen and bath were tiny and 
entrance was obtained through 
outside stairs. Rental of $100 a 
month, minus utilities payments, 
was considered reasonable, 

A Frontier Town. 

Anchorage itself is still pretty 
much a frontier town. It has a 
population of 20,000 and a munic- 
ipal setup adequate for a town 
of 4000, which it was before the 
war. Only a few streets are paved, 
some of the water mains are 
wood, a large part of the electric 
supply comes from a generator in 
the stern half of a wrecked tank- 
er. In the spring the water runs 
black with seepage and must be 
heavily chlorinated for safety. 

Labor gets a proportionately

The multi-sided research has 
been under the direction of Dr.

Laboratory. 
Conclusions On Radiation. 

The report said the surveys of 
1948 and 1949 “showed no danger 
from radiation from external 
sources.” That means there is no 
danger from presence in the re- 
stricted area. The report contains 
one “if” on that point, however, 
It said there was no @anger from 
body exposure “except perhaps at 
the bottom of the lagoon, some 
200° feet below the surface” at the 
spot where the bomb was set off 
in the water. 

The report said the research of 
1949 brought preliminary. findings 
similar to the 1947 and 1948 
studies: 

“Radioactivity is still present in 
measurable amounts, . . . It is

Plans for adding 100 more beds 


to the 139 available now, tripling 
the size of the out-patient space 
and adding 40,000 square feet of 
additional floor space for more 
research. laboratories and teach- 
ing facilities were announced last. 
May at the observance of the 
seventieth anniversary of the hos- 
pital. 

Completion of building plans 
awaited an estimate of the cost 
of the project so that a fund- 
raising campaign could be mapped 
out. Headquarters for the drive 
were established last June at 418 
Olive street, and Mrs. Langen- 
berg said, officers and directors 
of the campaign will be an- 
nounced soon. 

“Our plans, originally proposed 
in 1946, have the approval of the 
Social Planning Council,” Mrs. 
Langenberg, said. “In a survey 
of hospital needs in 1948, the 
council reported to the St. Louis 
Community Chest that more space 
was needed immediately for all 
phases of the hospital’s program. 

“The council pointed out that 
the out-patients department this 
year is caring for 20,000 to 25,000 
children as compared with 8000 


three years ago. The shortage of | 
beds for acute cases, as well as 
the lack of them for convalescing 
children, was also emphasized by | 
the council. 

“The St. Louis Community Chest 
and the Chamber of Commei ce 
have approved the drive for 
funds.” f 

The building program calls for 
making room for convalescent 
children, for whom there are now 
no special facilities in the city, 
Mrs. Langenberg said.

includes most of the Sass varie- 
ties, as well as some of the new 
“pinks.” He starts a crop of seed- 
lings each fall, and it took seven 
years, he says, to get seven good 
ones out of some 10,000 plants. 

80 Varieties. 

More than eighty different 
kinds of daylilies furnish April to 
September bloom in Peters’ gar- 
den. He went-to Spring, Texas, 
to select plants from the famous 
Russell collection, and has a color 
range that includes black, purple, 
red, and bi-colors. 

“Six or seven daylilies that I 
produced myself are pretty good,” 
he told this writer. “I’ve got some 
black, and they are all interested 
in that. There’s no way in the 
world you can tell what you'll get 
when you hybridize. If you have 
a thousand seedlings, you might 
get one good one, I enjoy fooling 
around with different kinds of 
plants, for you never know what 
they will do. I like to see what 
is going to happen, and sometimes 
it*is a success.” 

A visit to Peters’ beautiful five- 
acre estate affords proof that his 
efforts are usually crowned with 
success. Handsome _ shrubbery 
borders enclose extensfve stretch- 
es of lawn. A large rose garden 
has a fine display of bloom, for 
although blossoms aren’t profuse 
at this season, they are exception- 
ally large, and many have stems 
from 18 to 24 inches: Plants are 
pruned severely in early spring 
to encourage quality rather than 
quantity of bloom. 

In addition to a flourishing or- 
chard, there are ‘fine specimen 
trees, Many of them species that 
are rare in this area. Peters is 
proud of Chinese chestnut trees 
that he raised from seed. Al- 
though only six years’ old, these 
young huskies are almost fifteen 
feet tall and produced as sizable 
crop of chestnuts this fall. “The 
secret in starting these seedlings,” 
he says, “is to plant the nuts as 
soon as possible after they are 
harvested.” 

Japanese Trees. 
Peters is growing Japanese 


|} chestnuts, too, as well as a new 


kind of nut, the “hican.” This 
hickory-pecan hybrid bears fine 
quality nuts that are larger than 


-a pecan, Among the ornamentals, 


he is partia] to the Kentucky cof- 
fee tree, and the southern mag- 
nolia (Magnolia grandiflora). 

Peters has an ingenious system 
of gardening during the winter 
months. There’s a brick paved ter- 
race, enclosed with high hedges, 
adjoining his house on the south. 
In this protected spot he erects a 
heated frame and a “demount- 
able” greenhouse. ~ 

The frame has two 8x6 sashes, 
and is heated with electric cables. 
He made the “one-man” green- 
house by bolting four sashes, 
measuring four by six feet, to a 
pair of solid sides. The back is 
of wood and the glassed-in front 
has a door. 

Beds in the nhouse are 
heated with cables, and a small 
electric heater keeps the air at 
a temperature of about 70 degrees. 
Unless the weather is very cold, it

Ohio, likes to think of himself as the Middle Way. Man; a typical middle-of- 
the-roader. There are those who will disagree. The real estate Jobby in Wash- 


ington thinks Taft is a liberal gone mad to the point of radicalism: 


if not a 


radical himseH, at least a confederate and accomplice of radicals and New Deal- 
ers, Fair Dealers: and other strange do-gooders. Bob Taft, a man of property, a 
member of the conservative Taft tribe which has endured wealth for three gen- 
erations without breaking down, thinks the real estate reactionaries are just 
plain stupid and, through their gross stupidities, about as dangerous as those 


too-bright New Dealers. 

If we had a Middle Way party in the 
United States, Bob Taft would like to head 
it. He sees himself as something of a 
liberal. He doesn’t see himself as a radical, 
of course, and scarcely anybody but a real 
estate lobbygow would make so radical a 
charge against him. 

But neither does Taft see himself as a 
diehard, crusty old Tory. If another de- 
pression came to the United States, he would 
not echo that archaic Bourbonish philosophy 
of “Let ’em eat cake.’”’ Bob Taft even be- 
lieves in WPA, PWA and all that, provided 
Uncle Sam lends the money and the states 
and local communities supervise the. work. 
For a hardshell Republican, Taft is turning 
out to be a modified Jacksonian states- 


righter. 


Willing to Concede a Little 
To His Opponents—Sometimes. 


As he shapes up today, Bob Taft is a 
man of compromise who sees good, a little 
good, in the fellow with whom he differs. 
He does not envision a battle at the barri- 
cades. If only the New Dealers and the 
Old Dealers would give an inch this way 
and that, there might be peace on this 
blessed spot of earth—and, Bob Taft would 
be happy to preside over the measurements. 

As the Middle Way Man, Bob Taft looks 
good, almost too good to some seasoned 
reviewers of the political stage. He is the 
man of wealth and position who wears a 
shiny blue serge suit and drooping sox. He 
is the man of education who splits his in- 
finitives and dangtes his participles. He 
has a sharp, incisive mind, but he tolerates 
fools, with a simulation of gladness. 

All in all, Taft seems to recognize that 
he has been caught up in that outlandish 
game called politics. He dresses, talks and 
acts pretty much as he pleases, but—since 
he very much wants to be President of the 
United States—he appears conscious that 
somebody might inadvertently misunder- 
stand him and go on the radio or catch 
the headlines with an outright declaration 
that Ohio’s Taft is a Communist or a Capi- 
talist. 

Matter of fact, Bob Taft so wants to be 
considered a liberal, a middle-of-the-roader, 
that he loathes political labels, even .when 
it comes to applying them to his opponents. 


But if you press him, Taft will admit 
that he’s a Republican. He hopes to live 
for the day—he’s just passed 60—when 
the Republicans repossess the White 

- House and Ohio again becomes the Mother 
of Presidents. 

Meanwhile, Senator Taft is taking 100 
Gays off from his Washington chores to 
stump the 88 counties of Ohio from Lake 
Erie to the Ohio river. Always he holds 
himself in readiness to return to Washing- 
ton for any important vote. And he con- 
fides to his Ohio audiences that there’s not 
much transpiring in Washington anyway. 

What's going on in Ohio that demands 
the presence of the not always popular but 
consistently conscientious senior Senator? 
Well, it amounts to a labor war on this 
particular Senator who has ambitions to be 
the second Taft to become President of the 
United States. The American Federation of 
Labor and the Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations have designated Senator Taft as 
Labor Enemy No. One. They have sworn 
to devote all their efforts, and millions of 
dollars, to stop him from re-election in 1950. 

If Taft is defeated in 1950, then there 
will be no second Taft in line for the White 
House, just as Teddy Roosevelt Jr. had to 
bow out of the national picture when Al 
Smith defeated him for the governorship of 
New York. 

But if Bob Taft should whip the forces 
of organized labor he might place himself 
in a more or less commanding position for 
the Republican presidential nomination in 
1952. The AFL and the CIO appreciate 
that. 

And so, presumably, do Thomas Dewey 
and Harold Stassen and, perhaps, General 
Eisenhower. : 

Bob Taft finds himself at the moment 
of equal interest to both right and left. 

That could be the fate of a man who says 
on strives for the center alley, - Middle 

ay. 

Let us look at the man Taft ations we 
plunge into an examination of his views, 
opinions and prejudices. In all fairness, 
R. A. Taft is one of the plainest-looking men 

‘who ever aspired to the highest office in 
the union. If Bob Taft, himself a great plan- 
ner, had planned it that way, he could not 


have done it any better. For our exalted 
Presidents of the United States,.even when 
cozened up by the portrait painters, have 
been a homely lot. And Bob Taft can hold 
his own with the homeliest. 

This does not mean that Bob Taft lacks 
personality or charm. Like his father, this 
Taft has a personality that grows on one, 
At first glance it is not too prepossessing. 
Here is no William Jennings Bryan, no 
Wendell Willkie, not even a Paul Vories 
McNutt or a John Bricker. 


Senator Taft weighs around 200 and 
stands about 72 inches high, but he is not 
what you would call an impressive figure. 
He tends to slump, and he has a middle- 
aged spread, and a modest proletarian 
paunch. He has a well-shaped intellectu- 
al forehead which goes half way back. 
Like ‘others in that predicament of ad- 
vanced intellectualism, he resorts to the 
expedient of letting what hair he has grow 
so long that it can be combed to cover 
most corners of the compass. This cun- 
ning device, of course, fools no one but 
the photographers. Toward the rear Sen- 
ator Taft’s mane grows unrestrained, and 
looks as if he cuts his' own hair, and on 
rare occasions, 

A further note on the Taft dress: He 
wears plain white shirts which limp from 
dearth of starch and sizing. His plain black 
shoes are dusty. His old gray felt hat is 
rather shapeless. His subdued’ blue tie is 
by Botany rather than Countess Mara. 

No amateur at politics, Senator Taft must 
realize his absence of pomp and prettiness 
can be an asset with the voters: his un- 
pretentious facade can be a strong point. 
When Taft pontificates, when he becomes 
shrill and sarcastic, he is not at his best. 
But when he unbends, and folds his hands 
over his pauch like a benevolent vicar, and 
opens his wide mouth and grins, he is likely 
to make friends and gain votes. ‘ 

In the past this Cincinnati aristocrat has 
been accused of being intellectually arro- 
gant. Jaft may have an occasional feeling 
of superiority, but he tries to overcome it.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24. 
EVALUATION of the British pound 
D and allied currencies was not forced by 
American governmental or financial 
pressure but by what the late Justice 
Brandeis called “the relentless rules of 
humble arithmetic.”’ 

Before and after the American-British- 
Canadian monetary conferences, this cor- 
respondent talked with high Admihistration 
officials who participated in them. Con- 
trary to the self-serving assertions of Com- 
munists who shout about “Wall Street 
plots” and a few anti-American British con- 
servatives who cry about “American im- 
perialism,”’ it can be authoritatively stated 
that these officials scrupulously avoided 
exerting any political or financial compul- 
sion on the British and Canadian representa- 
tives. They insisted, publicly and privately, 
that devaluation of the pound and the fore- 
seeable and unforeseeable consequences were 
a British problem and responsibility. 

The only pressure traceable to Ameri- 
can sources, Official and private, was the 
conviction of competent authorities that 
the logic of events would sooner or later 
compel some reduction. : 

The major question was when this would 
happen. This conviction, also held by fi- 
nancial experts throughout the world, under- 
mined the confidence of users of pounds and 
allied currencies. The loss of confidence 
fed upon itself as business men curtailed 
their purchases in the sterling area so they 
could pay for goods in cheaper currencies. 
Britain’s dwindling dollar reserves could not 
stand this drain. Arithmetically, more dol- 
lars were going than were coming in. 

The decision to devalue has been called 
“the best kept secret in the economic war.” 
Cripps’ broadcast last Sunday night caught 
the world by surprise. Even usually well- 
informed currency experts were amazed at 
the depths of the slash from $4.03 to $2.80: |

the trouble with Taft,” remarked one 
of his advisers, “‘is that he has no tact. He 
doesn’t know how to evade. He thinks he 
has to take a position on every issue. 
There’s that Taft-Hartley Act for example. 
The co-author was Representative Hartley 
who promptly retired from politics, leaving 
Taft to face the labor attack. It was all 
right for Taft to support legislation like 
that if he felt that way, but why did he 
have to sponsor it?” 

That is the lament of a lower-level poli- 
tician. Incidentally, Taft seldom takes the 
advice of political advisers. Taft runs his 
life and campaigns his own way. Reporters 
generally agree Taft’s presidential bid in 
1948 was bungled, so perhaps he feels he 
might as well bungle it in 1952 without 
so-called expert assistance. 

Tact and diplomacy are still lost arts to 
Bob Taft. He works hard at campaigning, 
but he doesn’t enjoy it. After pumping 
thousands of hands one day, Taft remarked 
dourly: 

“You know, Calvin Coolidge once advised 
his friend Dwight Morrow: ‘You don’t have 
to speak out, just shake hands,’ ”’ 

And. Taft added: “I don’t know why 
people want to shake hands with a can- 
didate.” 

Taft is no good at handshaking and 
small talk. He regards it as a waste of 
time that could be devoted to his Senate 
duties, his family and his golf. He regards 
campaigning as work, and he works hard at 
it from early morning to late night. The 
secret ‘of his terrific energy is said to be 
wholesome living—he does not smoke, he 
drinks lightly, he eats heartily, and he 
strives for eight hours’ sleep daily. 

Senator Taft sometimes has been called 
Bumbling Bob because of his untactful

The Truman Administration received its 
first official inkling that the pound would 
be devalued in the foreseeable future when 
Treasury Secretary Snyder got the impres- 
sion during his talks in England with Prime 
Minister Attlee, Foreign Minister Bevin and 
Economic Minister Cripps in July that the 
Labor Government was not unalterably op- 
posed to devaluation. Up to that time, this 
government’s information was that Cripps 
was adamant against the cut. 

Cripps told a press conference Monday 
that he had decided on his return to 
England in August from a Swiss holiday 
that the move must be made. The formal 
decision to devalue was by a fall cabinet 
meeting just before Cripps and Bevin 
sailed for this country to attend the dollar 
conferences, 

Asked why announcement of the de- 
cision had not been made immediately after 
the Cabinet decision, Cripps replied that it 
would have been “impolite to take action 
without informing the United States.” 

The wisdom—as well as the politeness— 
of informing this government in advance 
was demonstrated by the general conces- 
sions obtained by Britain in Washington.

Pay. Entire Cost — Find 
Trend Is in This Direction.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24. 


HETHER employers should pay the 
W wnoie cost of ‘workers’ pensions or 

whether employes should pay a share 
is certain to be a major issué in other 
collective bargaining negotiations, whatever 
the outcome of the current dispute between 
the steel companies and the CIO Steel 
Workers Union. 

President Truman’s Fact Finding Board 
made the basic recommendations (1) that 
pensions, if' granted, should be non-contrib- 
utory and (2) that they should be in addi- 
tion to the Old Age Benefits to employes 
covered by ‘the Federal Social Security laws, 
under which employers and employes pay 
equal amounts to the Government, which 
distributes the pensions. 

The board left open to collective bargain- 
ing, after a full study, the following ques- 
tions: (1) whether the extra-government 
benefits should be uniform, flat amounts or 
should vary with the employe’s years of 
service and current rate of earnings; (2) 
whether there should be a minimum number 
of years for a worker to qualify for a 
pension, and (3) what the minimum 
should be. 

The merits and demerits of contributory 
versus non-contributory plans were argued 
at length at the board’s hearings in New 
York with spokesmen for the steel workers 
presenting the case, usually upheld by 
other unions, in favor of the employer alone 
paying the pension costs, and the steel 
management spokesmen insisting, like many 
other employers, on employe contributions. 

In accepting the union’s argument on this 
point, the board estimated that by company 
payments of 6 cents an hour or $120 a year 
the flat sum of $70 a month could be given 
all workers who reached the age of 65. 
Added to the average amount now payable 
under Social Security laws, this would pro- 
vide a little more than $100 a month on 
retirement. 

The board said that it favored the non- 
contributory system for these reasons: 

1. The general trend is in this direc- 
tion. The Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
which passes on pension plans for tax 
purposes, reported that through August 
1946, a majority of the pension and 
profit-sharing plans covering 3,290,608 
employes were in the non-contributory 
class. A similar study by the Bankers 
Trust Co., in 1948, found that while there 
were more contributory than non-contrib- 
utory plans, 61.8 per cent of all employes 
covered were in plans for which the em- 
ployer paid the whole costs. Thé contrib- 
utory plans predominated in plants with 
smaller numbers of employes. 

2. Non-contributory plans cover all 
workers in a plant instead of letting in- 
dividual employes elect to remain out of 
the plan so that they would not forego 
any part of their current spendable in- 
come, 

8. There would be no reduction in 
take-home pay of workers. 

4. Stability would be promoted because 
costs could be better integrated into the 
labor cost structure. 

5. Under tax laws more insurance 
could be bought for a given number of 
dollars—because the company charges it 
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- to be treated like partners in the solution 
of a world problem. All sides, including 
the Canadians, put their cards face up 
on the table and spoke more frankly 
than is customary in international—and 
often in national—councils. In strictest 
confidence, the British told their devalua- 
tion plans; the sessions were devoted to 
trying to find ways to lessen the in- 
escapable shock. The Americans were 
emphatic that they wanted no part of any 
decision involving the domestic political 
situation in the United Kingdom. That, 
they insisted, was a purely British 
problem. 

The Americans, officials like Secretary 
Snyder, ECA Director Hoffman, Federal 
Reserve Board Chairman McCabe and World 
Bank President Black, were pleased by the 
devaluation decision, although they recog- 
nized that it was a temporary and not a 
permanent solution. It was a return to 
orthodox international trading in which 
gold—or in this case, dollars — naturally 
seeks the cheapest markets. It also meant 
almost automatic restriction of dollar im- 
ports by Great Britain and indeed the whole 
sterling area for which London serves as the 
banker. : | 

The Americans had long been displeased 
by the British attempt to-follow the un- 
orthodox “‘Schachtism” of prewar Germany, 
which gave varying and almost unpredict- 
able values to blocked German marks. Had 
Britain insisted on trying to continue a 
unilaterally fixed official rate of $4.03 to 
the pound and then make exceptions, the 
Americans were convinced that the enor- 
mous debts owed by Britain in the shape 
of blocked sterling balances would force 
further restrictions on the use of pounds in

2. Joint contributions assure - better 
long-range security for workers because 
they are based on common consent and 
are less likely to be discontinued for 
changing interests or economic condi- 
tions; there is mutual responsibility for 
developing, maintaining and administer- 
ing the plan, and there is greater likeli- 
hood of extension to other programs. 

8. Contributory plans can be worked 
out by collective bargaining that would 
take into account difference ‘among the 
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political troubles, the way is now clearer 
to lower the trade barriers in western 
Europe. This has been one of ECA 
Director Hoffman’s great concerns. He 
is convinced that once these nationalistic 
restrictive devices are reduced in western 
Europe, including the British isles, the 
Marshall plan will show greater results, 
American officials talk guardedly, even 
in private, about the British political situa- 
tion. All that this correspondent has talked 
with have indicated their sympathy for 
the Labor Government, but for realistic 
economic rather than personal political 
reasons. They do not pretend to know 
when the British general elections will be 
held. One astute official—of a conservative 
slant—thought the Labor Government would 
be smart if it called an election within the 
next three months. . His reasoning was that 
it would have an appealing platform if it 
told the voters: “‘We have taken a needed, 
drastic step; do you want us or the Tories 
to carry it through?”

The pros and cons of the argument raise 
several interesting points. 

When the Social. Security law was en- 
acted in 1935, the country was coming out 
of the depression, unemployment was still 
large and corporation profits were just be- 
ginning to make a good showing. No serious 
attempt was made by anybody to have man- 
agement pay all the cost of the Old Age 
Benefits. For federal old-age retirement, 
the sentiment in Congress is still in favor 
of joint contributions. 

Answering the steel companies’ argument 
that the non-conrtibutory plan is un-Ameri- 
can and destroys self-reliance and personal 
initiative, Murray contended that the steel 
executives were setting up a “‘double stand- 
ard’’—one for themselves, another for the 
wage-earners. From the documents filed 
with the Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, he pointed out that Fairless and two 
other top executives of United States Steel 
will receive pensions of $50,000 a year, paid 
for by their company. He noted that A. B. 
Homer, president of Bethlehem Steel, re- 
ceived $263,280 current compensation in 
1948 and will receive when he retires in 
1961 “‘a pension of $110,460 a year to which 
he contributes not one cent.” Murray cited 
examples in other companies, including “re- 
tirement compensation” under the guise of 
“consultants,” going up to $40,000 a year 
for 10 years. 

Murray observed sarcastically: “For 

gn official of a company to receive a 

pension paid for solely by the company 

is a good thing. For a worker to re- 
ceive the same benefits is a ‘loss of 
his freedom.’ ” 

Some companies have contributory plans 
for salaried workers making over $3000 a 
year and non-contributory programs for 
those making less than $3000. 


Jones and Laughlin Pensions 
Less Than Board Recommended. 


Jones and Laughlin has had a non-con- 
tributory plan for non-salaried workers 
since 1923. Workers can retire at 65 years 
and after 25 years service. About 1600 
workers are covered. The current maximum 
payments are $100 a month; the minimum 
is $12 a month, and the average is $48— 
which is still under the $70 flat rate 
recommended by the Fact Finding Board. 

This plan is fairly typical of employer- 
‘paid plans. The central division of the 
Campbell Soup Co., at Chicago has a 
slightly more liberal plan with the CIO 
Food, Tobacco, Agricultural and _ Allied 
Workers Union, which has been effective 
two years. Employés become eligible after 
five years of service and attainment of the 
age of 30. The retirement age is normally 
65 years but can be earlier with the con- 
sent of the company, at a reduced rate. 
The amount of the pension is calculated on 
one per cent of basic ‘earings over $50 a 
month for each year of service. The mini- 
mum pension is $25 a month, in addition 
to Social Security benefits. 

The most publicized non-contributory 
pension is the one John L. Lewis forced on 


@| the coal industry and the consumer which, 


until suspended recently for lack of funds, 
was financed by 20 cents royalty on each 
ton of coal mined by. the United Mine 
Workers Union. This is also a health and 
welfare arrangement in addition to pensions 
of $100 a month for union members who 
have attained the age of 62 and have had 
20 years service in the coal industry. The 
cost is borne directly by the purchasers of 
coal and is not listed as an operating 
expense by the coal companies. 

The employer-employe financed pensions 
usually are based on one or two per cent 
of weekly earnings, with the company 
matching the employe deduction from his 
pay envelope—often on a check-off system. 
This plan is widely followed in the public 
utility industry. Pengions are paid generally 
after 25 years service and the attainment 
of the age of 65 for voluntary retirement 
and 70 for compulsory retirement. 

The usual amount of such a pension is 
$50 a month. Sometimes a higher pension 
is possible when the worker’s earnings are 
higher. The Excel Corp, of Elkhart, Ind., 
has a contract with the CIO United Auto- 
mobile and Agricultural Implement workers 
calling for an employe contribution of 2 
per cent on the first $3000 compensation 
and 4 per cent on compensation above that 
amount. The company more than matches 
this amount. 

The contributory plans are usually jointly 
administered by management and the 
workers, the non-contributory plans by man- 
agement alone, although they are often 
actually handled by insurance or trust 
companies. 

As paradoxical as the fact that steel 
executives are prime beneficiaries under 
their own non-contributory plan is the fact 
that before the 1929 depression, union 
leaders wanted no part of company financed 
pensions and demanded that organized labor 


j not participate in these plans. The argument . 


was that such employer-pay-all plans were 
part of a drive for company unions. Com- 
pany unions are no longer a difficult prob- 
‘lem and the union leaders feel strong 
enough to demand that their members be 
relieved of payments for pensions.

Too Much Veteran Preference 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
I do not know your position regard- 
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Bring Out All the Facts 


A remarkable situation has developed at the 
City Hall, within the office of the Health Com- 
missioner, and St. Louisans will want to keep 
it under close watch from now until it is set- 
tled. This is the conflict over the status of Mil- 
ton R. Fisher, head of the Milk Control Section 
for the last 14 years. 

The latest development is Personnel Director 
Scearce’s disapproval of the firing of Mr. Fisher 
by Dr. J. Earl Smith, Health Commissioner. Dr. 
Smith announced the dismissal last Tuesday on 
the grounds of “incompetence, maladministra- 
tion, disloyalty and failure to co-Operate with 
his superior.” 

Five days later comes Personnel Director 
Scearce’s report, after an investigation required 
by the civil service rules, that the charges 
against Mr. Fisher are “not sustained.” In his 
capacity as director of the city’s personnel, Mr. 
Scearce instructs Mr. Fisher to appear for duty 
in the Milk Control Section tomorrow morning. 

This is not only a situation for citizens to 
watch closely, but one with respect to which 
they need to keep open minds until the facts 
are made sufficiently plain for an informed 
judgment. Director Scearce’s report makes nec- 
essary for all concerned a public hearing with a 
thorough review of the charges and full oppor- 
tunity for answer. This case now needs to be 
cleared up all the way. 

Dr. Smith based his dismissal on the service 
of Mr. Fisher from April 1 to April 28, since 
after that date he was ill and on leave from the 
Milk Control Section. The Health Commission- 
er’s charges, if they are to be sustained, need to 
be proved as valid on the strength of that rela- 
tively short period. 

The background for this conflict covers not 
weeks but years. It involves questions as to 
whether the'enforcement of the milk ordinance 
has been arbitrary if, at times, not capricious. 
It concerns the conduct of dairy farms 50 miles 
and more away from St. Louis. 

In the final analysis, the basic issue should be 
whether the Bredeck-Fisher administration of 
the milk ordinance can be improved upon. There 
can be no question as to the good intent of that 
administration. ‘But neither can here be ques- 
ion as to frequent bad relations between the 
Milk Control Section and the area’s milk pro- 
ducers. These relations have too often been un- 
necessarily bitter. 

The solution is not to weaken the milk admin- 
istration. This ordinance is the people’s ordi- 
nance. It must stand well-protected for their 
health. The Post-Dispatch, along with many oth- 
er influences in the community, worked too hard 
for its adoption to see it hurt—either by mal- 
administration or deliberate undermining by 
special interests. 

Let all the facts be brought out. The first 
step is for the Civil Service Commission to air 
the conflict between Dr. Smith and Mr. Scearce 
over the status of Mr. Fisher. That in turn 
should put a focus on the larger and fundamen- 
tal issue of wise, effective and certain enforce- 
ment of the milk ordinance. 
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Our Able New UN Delegate 


President Truman has made an excellent choice 
for the new United States delegate to the United 
Nations in the place of Senator Dulles. His se- 
lection is John Sherman Cooper of Kentucky. 
In the Republican Eightieth Congress, Mr. Coop- 
er, though an appointed freshman Senator, was 
just about the best thing on the majority side. 

Mr. Cooper allied himself with progressive 
causes and stood out among Republicans in that 
Congress as Paul H. Douglas of [Illinois has 
stood out among Democrats in this Congress. 
His work in behalf of a decent DP admission 
bill, for example, was truly outstanding. When 
he ran for election last November, the Courier- 
Journal of Louisville supported him at the same 
time it backed Mr. Truman. At the polls Mr. 
Cooper ran far ahead of Gov. Dewey. The coun- 
try can expect John Sherman Cooper to serve 
it well at UN. 


Good Advice on a Tragic Problem 

In the face of tragic inadequacy in Missouri’s 
mental hospitals, Gov. Smith sought advice from 
three psychiatrists, Dr. Gildea and Dr. Britt of 
St. Louis and Dr. Robinson of Kansas City. They 
have responded with a report containing a high- 
ly promising thought for immediate action. 

An outpatient clinic could be added to St. 
Louis State Hospital for $112,820 a year, the 
committee of three doctors believes. In addition 
to the direct benefit to non-hospitalized patients, 


the clinic would train physicians, nurses and at- 


tendants in the techniques of mental care. 

Lack of training is almost as serious a diffi- 
culty as absolute shortage of personnel, so this 
proposal is a frontal attack on one large area 
of the problem. St. Louis is suggested for the 
first clinic because of its unusual medical edu- 
cation facilities, and clinics would be set up 
later in other hospital centers. 

Confirming the judgment of lay students, the 
committee also recommended farger hospital ap- 
propriations, the transfer of senile patients to 
special custodial care institutions, and better 
housing and better pay for hospital personnel. 
These doctors believe that better salaries and 
opportunities are now attracting most of Mis- 
souri’s graduates in psychiatry to other states. 

The Governor and the Legislature have not 
lacked for good advice in this tragic matter. It 
is up to them now to find the means to execute 


the details. 
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The Preparation Begins 

In passing a bill to permit local planning of 
public works, the Senate has contributed to the 
country’s effort to prevent future depressions. 
Through this measure is only part of the nec- 
essary economic preparation, it is where action 
has to begin. 

If the House passes the bill, states and 
local governments will be given $100,000,000 to 
blueprint relief projects. This money must be 
repaid to the Federal Government when the 
projects are begun, At last report, the local 
governments had partial plans for nearly nine 
billion dollars in public works. 

Knowledge of how to avoi~ depressions is far 
from an exact science. TF:onomists still argue 
as to whether it was government planning, the 
swing of the business cycle or the accident of 
war that ended the unemployment of the ’30s. 
But the Truman Administration has learned con- 
siderable from that decade. 

From the New Deal, it was discovered that 
works projects and direct relief are elementary 
but primary forms of pump priming. Such meas- 
ures relieve the victims of economic dislocation. 

The Fair Deal’s economic architects also have 
refined something like the Hoover “trickle-down” 
technique, which failed in scope and application. 
They want to plan government loans, credit in- 
surance, research and even federal plant con- 


struction in case industry falters. This scheme 
applies-to the source of economic ‘misery. — 

Some Congressmen are reluctant to act on 
this major phase of the anti-depression program 
until a depression threatens. No such delay 
should be permitted, for it would destroy the 
whole conception of preventing trouble before 
it occurs. The country may not know all the 
answers to depression, but it discovered some 
hard facts through experience, and all of that 
experience was bad. 
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Against Rash Conclusions 


The simple knowledge that the Russians are 
able to produce an atomic explosion still leaves 
many unanswered questions. And so, it also 
leaves room for unwarranted conclusions. 

The American people and American official- 
dom displayed their fundamental good sense by 
not leaping to the conclusion that the Russian 
discovery presages earth-shattering hostilities. 
The probabilities run to the contrary. Judging 
by American experience, it may be a matter of 
years before the Soviet Union can build up an 
appreciable stockpile of atomic bombs. 

There are some reasons for concluding that 
the United States can continue to produce bombs 
in greater numbers than the Russians. But it 
would be unwise to conclude that such superior- 
ity is assured indefinitely. Such a conclusion 
could give rise to a new form of the Maginot 
Line psychology. We just do not know what 
Soviet scientists and engineers may accomplish 
in the years ahead, so superiority must not be 
taken for granted. 

Chairman Woods of the Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee apparently has come to the con- 
clusion that the Russian success is the result of 
stolen American ‘secrets. For the time being, 
there is no warrant for this. Scientists in many 
parts of the world were working on atomic fis- 
sion even before the war, so the Russian results 
may have been achieved independently. Cer- 
tainly, they need not lead to further inhibiting 
restrictions on science. If anything, it ought to 
be possible to breathe a little easier in our 
laboratories. But security cannot be neglected. 

In commenting on President Truman’s an- 
nouncement, many American newspapers ven- 
tured the hope that actual possession of atomic 
bombs by the Russians might awaken in them 
a greater sense of responsibility and a willing- 
ness to reconsider their opposition to interna- 
tional control. This is a change of mind de- 
voutly to be hoped for, but one cannot as yet 
conclude that such a new thought pattern has 
developed in the Kremlin. 

The only major conclusion now permissible is 
that the statesmen must make intensified efforts 
to create an international atmosphere which 
would preclude the use of the bomb. The Ca- 
tastrophic consequences of atomic warfare must 
be kept in mind. But it also must be kept in 
mind that they cannot be averted by appease- 
ment or truculence. 

The deep differences between the democratic 
and the totalitarian philosophies have not been 
bridged by the Russian bomb. The hope of the 
world lies in the possibility of a peaceful ac- 
commodation. That may be achieved by vision, 
courage and patience. What is in order mean- 
while is a calm vigilance. 
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Tony Marino’s Case—Still Open 

Tony Marino is still in prison and after hear- 
ing his appeal again, the Illinois Supreme Court 
is content for him to stay there. Marino is the 
Illinois penitentiary inmate who pleaded guilty 
to murder 24 years ago, at which time he was an 
immigrant youth from Italy, unable to speak 
English. It was his case.which led Justices Rut- 
ledge, Murphy and Douglas to denounce IIli- 
nois’ justice as “a labyrinth of blind alleys.” 

The Illinois supreme judges say that Marino 
had a fair trial—that his rights were protected 
by counsel. They say this, however, under the 
old procedure which became widely known as 
a “merry-go-round,” to use another of the late 
Justice Rutledge’s descriptions. It is to be hoped 
that the Marino case will be presented again, 
under the new Barry-Lee Act, which sets up a 
procedure through which pertinent new infor- 
mation may be made a part of the record. The 
Marino case is too important to rest inconclusive- 
ly and that is how it rests now. 
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How to Quit Breaking Dishes 

The. B. F. Goodrich dishwashing glove has 
nothing but our best wishes. The idea is that 
if you give a housewife a good enough grip on 
a dish she won’t drop it and break it. There is 
some question, however, whether a glove is the 
complete answer, even if it has got a grip like 
a young man who has just completed a course in 
personal magnetism. , : 

Most of the dish-breaking housewives we kno 
—and we know some who are daisies—don’t have 
to wash a dish to break it. One of them broke 
a service for six by just bumping into it where 
it was stacked on the corner of a table, and 
gloves are completely beside the point for a 
situation like that. In dish-washing itself, it’s not 
when you’re handling a grease-slick, suds-slick 
dish that you’re most apt to break something. It’s 
after you've dried it off and are carrying it to 
the pantry shelf with no possibility at all of 
breaking it. Grease isn’t half the menace to 
chinaware that over-confidence is. 

So we will wish for the best from the new 
dishwashing glove, at the same time expecting 
the problem won't be fully solved until a race 
is bred that is stronger, more nerveless, surer 
of hand and eye and foot than the present in- 
cumbent—ushering in the era of the flawless 
dishwasher, and of the flawless dish. 
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Why Did Judge Waechter Do It? 

It’s a good thing that Fred Saigh, owner of 
the Cardinals, spoke out against Police Judge 
Waechter’s dismissal of a peace disturbance 
charge against Joseph Cherry, an employe of 
the notorious Hyde Park Club. Otherwise, it is 
highly doubtful whether the city would have 
appealed the dismissal. At a ball game last 
August, Cherry was found in a seat for which 
he had no ticket. When Usher William Goza, a 
University of Missouri student, asked him to 
give up the seat, Cherry punched Goza, bruising 
him and breaking his glasses. . 

Judge Waechter, however, did not even permit 
a lawyer to finish his presentation of the facts. 
Apparently, Cherry could not be guilty in his 
eyes. Why not? In a letter to the Judge, Saigh 
said: “It seems to me you went out of your way 
to make it difficult for decent citizens to enjoy 


a ball game without having to be disturbed by 


a character very well known to the police.” 
Mr. Saigh is interested in the safety of his 
employes and the patrons of his ball park. He 
wants to know what influenced Judge Waech- 
ter’s conduct. We are interested in the justice 
and the courtesy of the police courts. We, too, 
would like to know what influenced the Judge.

For a Missouri Wilderness Area 
Leonard Hall in The Living Wilderness, Quarterly Published 


by the Wilderness Society, Washington, D. C. 


We live in a limestone valley in the heart 
of the Missouri Ozarks. Since my early boy- 
hood the region has held a fascination for 
me—luring me into the back country to 
float and fish its crystal streams, to tramp 
its steep and wooded hollows, to learn to 
know the fine people who work the timber 
and farm the valley. Always during these 
years I have been amazed at how few 
Americans know anything of this vast and 
interesting region which covers a third of 
one great state and a fourth of another. 


Not far to the north and west of our 
farm lies the old French mining country. 
The earliest Jesuit ‘ 
journals tell of lead 
being mined in this 
region in 1700— and 
the descendants of 
those early Brittany 
miners today form 
one of the most in- 
teresting race sur- 
vivals in America. 

Not far to the south 

of us—a matter of 

two hours’ drive—I 

used to hunt wild Leonard Hall 
turkeys with an old fellow whose fox 
hounds were direct descendants of Davy 
Crockett’s pack. 


Here in the Ozarks, because of climate, 
location, and geological structure, can be 
found an array of wild flowers, shrubs, 
grasses, and trees unequalled on the North 
American continent. 


Glory of Springs and Streams 


The Ozark highland is the only mountain 
range on the continent running east to 
west. Its altitudes are not impressive—until 
one remembers the Rockies and Appalach- 
ians are mere infant upstarts compared 
with these incredibly ancient hills. Here 
are 20,000,000 acres of rugged country suited 
to no other purpose than the production of 
timber, plus secondary use as grazing of 
cattle and production of wildlife. 


Beyond all doubt the greatest glory of the 
Ozarks is the vast network of crystal-clear 
streams. These rivers include the Black, 
the Current, the swift Jacks Fork and 
Eleven Points, named after a great buck 
deer; Bryants Creek and North Fork and 
James; and finally the White. In the Cur- 
rent River-Eleven Points country are the 


_ greatest limestone springs—unequalled any- 


where in America for number, volume or 
beauty, unless by those inaccessible ones 
which rise along the Snake in Idaho. 


The White River watershed is being cov- 
ered with a great system of dead-water 
impoundments by the Army Engineers. 
River after river is being destroyed by 
these impoundments which are of doubtful 
value for any of their alleged purposes of 
flood control, power and navigation. 
Destruction by Dam-Building 

Recreational values of the region are 
being destroyed forever; Dr. Rudolf Ben- 
nitt of the Missouri Wildlife Unit states 
that the reservoirs will destroy food sources 
for the deer, quail, turkey, mink, muskrat, 
fox, squirrel, ’possum, and many songbirds. 

Without a complete program of watershed 
management which will hardly be worth 
while when all arable land in the stream 
valleys is flooded, the impoundments will 
silt in from gravel erosion in a compara- 
tively few years. No effort is being made 


to modify the program through such far 
less expensive measures as small check- 
dams high on the watersheds, reforestation 
or soil conservation. Today, with all of the 
rivers dammed except Current and Eleven 
Points, citizens of Missouri are finally 
awake and working desperately to save 
these two streams. 


Anyone writing two decades ago about 
the creation of wilderness areas in the Mis- 
souri Ozarks would have had to conclude 
that such a proposal was little short of ri- 
diculous. Missouri for years bent every en- 
ergy toward rapid exploitation of the tim- 
ber for profit by a few operators. “Cut and 
get out” was the philosophy of those who 
stripped the Ozark hills. 


Two Primitive Areas 


It was perhaps a dozen years ago that 
two things happened in Missouri which are 
reversing this picture. One was a change in 
state laws which permitted the establish- 
ment of national forests within the state 
boundaries. The other was the establish- 
ment of a non-political Conservation Com- 
mission, charged with the preservation and 
restoration of all natural] resources. This 
was followed by a well-drawn state forest 
law which permits the state to buy and 
develop for future use the cut-over lands. 


In such circumstances it would be easily” 
possible, through the co-operation of the 
United States Forest Service and the Mis- 
souri Conservation Commission and its 
forestry division, to set aside wilderness 
in at least two sections of southern Mis- 
souri. One of these would be in the Clark 
National Forest. Here two wildlife refuges 
of approximately 15,000 acres each are 
maintained in an extremely thinly settled 
and picturesque area, the “Irish Wilderness.” 


The second area lies farther to westward 
in Douglas and Ozark counties. Here two 
sections of the Mark Twain National For- 
est enclose an area of wild land drained 
by smaller but equally picturesque streams 
which include Bryants Creek and the North 
Fork. This country is, if anything, more 
primitive than the Irish Wilderness. 


Deer, Grouse and Beaver 


Here also are a growing deer herd and 
bands of turkeys which are as close to the 
original wild strain as any in America, plus 
the only known ruffed grouse survival in 
Missouri. Beaver which have been recent- 
ly re-introduced into the streams of this 
region have thrived and multiplied, help- 
ing to complete the job of watershed man- 
agement and flood control. 


I believe that wilderness set aside in the

The pact also placed on Italy 
&@ Major responsibility. Italy be- 
came a pledged protector of west- 
ern Democracy and civilization, 
committed to defending itself 
against aggression from that “logi- 
cal enemy” and to going to the 
assistance of a co-signer in the 
event of an attack. 


Peace Treaty Cut Forces. 


But if Italy were called on to- 
morrow to do any “defending” 
it could put up just about as 
much resistance as a third-rate 
high schoo] football team against 
Notre Dame. The Italian peace 
treaty of Feb. 10, 1947, reduced 
Italy to military impotence. 

Randolfo Pacciardi, Minister of 
Defense, will go to Washington 
early next month to try to get 
as much money as he can of the 
United States military assistance 
program to stiffen Italy’s war po- 
tential. He will ask for much more 
than he will get, but he will, on 
present indications, get quite a lot. 

Italy, this correspondent learned 
on good authority, will probably be 
fourth on the priority list for dis- 
tribution of United States arms 
aid after France, Britain and the 
Low Countries, in that order. 

Italy will need as high a priority 
as it can get, however, if it is to 
attain the strength required to 
enable it*to fulfill the role which 
undoubtedly will be assigned to 
it, and which geography, principal 
determinant of strategy, whould 
impose on it anyhow. That role 
would be to contain or resist an 
attack from the east, probably 
originating in the Venezia Giulia 


Po valley. Italy would be required 
to hold out until help arrived from 


Defense of Po Valley. 


Much would depend on the suc- 
cessful defense of t he:Po valley. 
The region is Italy’s richest agri- 
cultural area and food source. It 
is also the jugular vein of the 
industrial] north. Above all, it is 
the highway to the low Alpine 
pass into France. 

From Trieste, an enemy could 
march across northern Italy and 
southern France to the Pyrenees 
and Spain without ever encounter- 
ing serious mountain obstacles. 

Competent American observers 
estimated that an “enemy infantry 
force spearheaded by adequate 
armor” could achieve Italy’s de- 
feat and the invasion of France 
“without great difficulty,” given 
the present state of Italy’s and 
France's defenses. 

It was recognition of (1) Italy’s 
weakness and (2) France’s vul- 


Marshal Sir Bernard Montgomery, 
supreme commander of the mili- 
tary forces of the Benelux powers, 
to make his minute inspection of 
French fortifications in the St. 
Bernard Pass region late last 
month. Monty’s visit caused dis- 
may in Italy. His inspection said 
to Italians, as clearly as though 
he had issued a formal com- 
munique to that effect: “We don’t 
expect the defense of Europe to 
begin at Venezia Giulia but at 
the Alpine frontier with France.’ 
Ruffled feelings were soothed by 
assurances that Monty would soon 
come to inspect Italian “defenses.” 

The job of bringing Italy's mili- 
tary forces up to snuff, providing 
work began immediately, would 
require from two to three years. 

*Forces Italy Has Now. 

At present, these forces consist 
of the following: 

Sea—Two over-aged battleships, 
4 cruisers, 19 corvettes, 18 mine- 
sweepers, 4 destroyers, 2 disarmed 
equivalents of P-T boats and 16 
destroyer escorts. Italy has no sub- 
marines. Its Navy is allowed a 
total of 35,000 officers and men. : 

Air — Two hundred fighter 


planes, 150 auxiliary air-craft in- | 


cluding transport and reconnais- 
sance ships, no bombers. Officers 
and men must not exceed 25,000. 

Land—Italy’s army may not go 
beyond * 250,000, of which 65,000 
must be carabinieri, armed nation- 
al police. It may raise or lower its 
police force by 10 per cent, but 
the total must stay within the 
treaty figure. 

Italian equipment in every serv- 
ice is old, wornout and practically 
useless except for training and 
parade purposes. Asked what, in 
his opinion, Italy would need in 
the way of material, an American 
expert replied: “Everything.” 

Italian naval vessels lack radar 
and other instruments, including 
range-finders. Many air force 
planes are ancient American P-40s, 
the rest are wartime leftovers. The 
army’s tanks are American and 
British models, -battle-weary and 
in need of extensive repairs. 

Italy’s greatest immediate need, 
perhaps, is transport. It has not 
enough trucks to maintain an 
army in the field, much less move 
men and weapons to the aid of an 
aggressed Atlantic pact partner.

The western powers might go 
along with Pacciardi’s plans to 
create two armored and two mech- 
anized divisions and three fully- 
equipped Alpine brigades.

But they will be inclined to 
argue against any stockpiling for 
future use. Reticence in this con- 
nection may stem from the knowl- 
edge that Italy, although it voted 
heavily in favor of the pro-west- 
ern Christian Democrats about a 
year and a half ago, contains a 
large pro-Moscow Communist ele- 
ment. 7 
What if the Christian Democrats 
are defeated at the next election 
and Italy become a Communist- 
run, Moscow satellite? Would 
there not be danger of our own 
weapons being used against, us? 


An indignant “Never!” was the 
answer of Christian Democrat, 
Republican and Rightwing Social- 
ist leaders. Given continued im- 
provement in Italy’s economic con- 
ditions, they said, there is not 
even a remote chance of a Com- 
munist victory at the next elec- 
tion in 1953. The first possibility 
thus disposed of, the second, they 
said, simply could not materialize. 
A Matter of Faith, 

Militarily speaking, Italy will 
probably have to be taken large- 
ly on faith. Merely because it 
shifted sides in two World Wars, 
does not mean that it would do 
SO again. Nor do our observers 
here share the prevalent notion 
that because [Italian soldiers 
fought badly in Spain, Ethiopia, 
Albania, Greece, Russia and North 
Africa, they are necessarily bad 
soldiers. 
From what one learns in bar- 
side conversations, Italian officers’ 
morale appears to be good. In- 
fantry, naval and air officers with 
whom I’ve talked did not seem to 
suffer from any of the deep- 
rooted inferiority complexes some 
observers have attributed to them; 
nor are they the cocky swash- 
bucklers of Facist days. 
Among plain soldiers, however, 
the story is different. They do 
not want to fight anybody, least 
of all Russia. Of some 200,000 
Italians who fought on the Rus- 
Sian steppes, only about 15,000 
ever returned. Officers know 
that the defeats suffered in 
Russia were at least partly at- 
tributable to lack of equipment, 
but the men only know that 
brothers, fathers and friends never 
came - back. 

But if Russia invaded Italy? 

That, they reply, would be dif- 
ferent. Of course, Italy would 
fight, they say—if they had any- 
thing with which to fight. But, in 
all honesty, I found no great en- 
thusiasm for the notion.

ALKING behind a fidgeting Geiger coupter, 
through the strangest cornfield on earth today at the Brook- 
haven national laboratories—the Atomic Energy Commission's 


I wandered 


6000 acres of nuclear hush-hush, 50-odd miles from Times Square. 
Half a mile away from the circularly-furrowed corn patch, whose 
stalks and ears are being bombarded by the gamma rays from three- 
quarters of a trillion tiny atomic explosions every second, hundreds 
of trusted men neared completion of the mammoth and mystical 


Brookhaven “pile.” 
To do even the simplest work on | 
the “pile” or atomic furnace and 


the gigantic fans that will blow 
its blazing, contaminated air up a 
huge red and white chimney, the 
men had to earn a “Q” clearance 
from the FBI and the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission. 

Loyalty Screening. 

Their character, associations 
and loyalty had been screened a 
hundred times. To pass into the 
heavily guarded and _ fenced-in 
area, they had to surrender one 
They 
were watched by two types of po- 
lice, one of the strong-arm variety 
and the other “health police’—a 
new profession on earth—whose 
job it is to protect the people of 
Brookhaven from radiation injury. 

Hard by the “pile” rose a 429- 
foot steel weather tower from 
which experts continued their 
study of the winds blowing in 
from Long Island Sound and the 
ocean. 

lt will be these men who decide 
when the “pile” will be safe to op- 
erate, and when the winds may 
cause contaminated “argonne gas” 
to brush the countryside and its 
living things instead of flying off 
harmlessly into space. 

300 Other Buildings. 

In 300 other buildings on the 
reservation, which has 25 miles of 
roads and 29 miles of fire lanes, 
hundreds of physicists, chemists, 
assorted scientists and technicians 
of the atomic age studied their 
restricted textbooks or tinkered 
with instruments built to probe 
the innermost secrets of all mat- 
ter. 

In un-manned little buildings 
sprinkled around the 6000 acres 
of this remote part of Wong Island, 
automatic cameras took pictures 
very six minutes of instrument 

eedles recording the amount of 
radiation in the air. In one vast 
building a huge cyclotron neared 
completion, 

Now my concern was the inno- 
cent-looking cornfield, which 
looked like almost any other in 
the world except that its fences 
were locked and just inside stood 
a yellow sign on which was 
printed: 

WARNING 
Lethal Source in Use, Do. Not Ap- 
proach Without Survey Meter.

Dr. W. Ralph Singleton, Harvard 
biologist, and Dr. Leslie F. Nims, 
a placid scientist from Salt Lake 
City and half a dozen outstand- 
ing colleges, stepped in ahead of 
me, quietly prond to be showing 
off one of Brookhaven’s first 


We walked up to the pole 
through the corn, and the two men 
tried to describe what was tak- 
ing place in the field. It boiled 
down to this: 

The gamma rays from the im- 
pregnated cobalt were killing the 
corn within a certain area, stunt- 
ing its growth a bit farther back, 


and having little effect on some 
stalks, 

The mysterious life within the 
pollen was undergoing structural 
changes, with some of the life-giv- 
ing genes (sub-microscopic ele- 
ments which control the growth, 
shape, sex, color and other char- 
acteristics of all living things) 
dying or assuming new p-oper- 
ties. 

I pointed to one withered stalk 
and asked about its “mutilation.” 
Dr. Nims seemed a bit surprised. 

“It is not mutilated,” he said. 
“It is simply altered. We won't 
know the full story here for four 
or five years, but these atomic 
tools we're working with will 
speed our studies, save time, in 
our searches into the nature of 
life.” 


He indicated a scrubby looking 
grass-like weed growing near a 
fine stalk of corn. 

“That’s corn as it was in an 
early stage of its evolution. To- 
day it is just a pestilence to the 
fagmer. But we've learned, 
through this research, that there 
is only one gene—think of it, one 
gene—différence between’ that 
and”—he pointed to the tall stalk 
—“this. Suppose we find a way to 
add that one gene?” 

“We've discovered something 
else,” Dr. Singleton said. “The 
Japanese claimed after Hiroshima 
that the bomb had enriched their 
soil, and that the following year 


produced a bumper crop. That’s 
nonsense, we've learned here. The 
Japanese had a better crop be- 
cause the wreckage deposited pot- 
ash on the soil, and gave it a rest, 
and the absence of buildings let 
more sun on the fields.” 

The research into life and what 
regulates it (including the storage 
of cosmic and other rays by grass, 
which is eaten by animals, which 
in turn are eaten by humans, who 
derive the benefits once stored by 
the grass) goes slowly. 
reaching into the unknown as 
never before, and it worries some 
of them. 

The silence of an atomic plant 
is the eeriest part of sucha visit. 

Occasionally there is a game of 
softball. The name of one of the 
teams, and the players wear it 
on their sweat shirts, is the “Nu- 
clear Interaction Nine.” It is life 
on the monastic side. 

But it has its humor. 

Dr. Singleton, for instance, is 
proud of the genetic manipulation 
by which he can stunt 14-foot corn 
stalks down to chest height and 
increase the yield. He says that 
it will save pollenizers the trouble 
of climbing ladders when “seed- 
ing” corn. 

“We figure it’s simpler to grow 
four- or five-foot corn than pro- 
duce a 14-foot man,” he grins, 
but—there’s always a chance an 
associate will differ and produce 


the latter.” 


Men are

It ought to be 
operated by the state and local 
governments. They know what 
kind of relief, they know who's 
malingering, they know what kind 
of project is worth while. They 
deserve not to be directed from 
Washington, but there again it is 
based on federal money for the 
mete. <'s 2” 

STATE’S RIGHTS — “State’s 
rights is kind of an outworn sym- 
bol. I mean you don’t think much 


of it, and yet it’s the constitu- 


which prevents today Co 
coming in and regulating on 
school district and every city and 
county in the United States. 

SOCIALISM — “Socialism is a 
gradual thing and I think the 
danger is that as you come to a 
complete socialism you get mora 
and more to a point where you 
eliminate entirely the fiberty and 
initiative and the freedom of the 
people.” 

LEANERS—”There was a Gov- 
ernment subsidy proposed under 
the Brannan Plan in which it is 
suggested that we take care of 
the farmers by giving them the 
high prices that they would lke 
to have and at the same time we 
turn around and give controls to 
the consumers for the low prites 
they would like to pay. And, of 
course, the taxpayer pays the dif- 
ference, but even worse than that 
is the fact that these people are 
coming to rely on the Govern- 
ment. ...

TAXES—“Excessive spending is 
taxation. Constantly excessive 
spending, constant taxation leads 
people again to look to the Gov- 
ernment to determine their lives. 

POWER —I don’t think the Fed- 
eral Government has any power to 
regulate education, or regulate 
health, but they do unquestionably 
under the Constitution and the Su- 
preme Court opinions have the 
right to assist, spend money and 
help others control their activities 
in those particular fields.” 


COMPULSORY NATIONAL 
HEALTH INSURANCE — “They 
have the system in England to- 
day and, of course, it results in 
a complete flooding. Everybody 
goes to the doctor or hospital 
whenever they have a cold and 
everybody who pays the tax thinks 
they are entitled to free service 
every minute they want it. Every 
time they have the stomach ache 
or any other cause they have 
flooded the doctors so that nobody 
gets any service at all. 

“On the other hand, I feel there 
are a lot of things we can do in 
health. I think the states are do- 
ing a pretty good job. ... Cer- 
tainly we do not want to destroy 
the freedom of the medical pro- 


fession.” 


MONEY—“With every possible 
effort that has been made in the 
local fields and state fields last 
year, they raised about 14 billion 
dollars in 48 states compared to 
something over 42 billion, three 
times as much, raised by the Fed- 
eral Government. So that .

dell concerns a small 
group of men and women who 
play out their little lives against 
the “pinnacled towers” of an 
English university town (Apple- 
ton-Century-Craft). They are 
not important people by any 
standard and what happens to 
them is not extraordinary. It is 
an affecting book just the same 
and for one reason. Mr. Liddell 
is an immensely gifted writer— 
sensitive, humorous and cultivat- 
ed. His account of Mrs. Foyle 
and the pitiful lies by which she 
sustains herself has a poignant 
charm that one feels immedi- 
ately. It also accumulates a 
sort of power before the tale is 
finished and in retrospect is a 
significant commentary on the 
plight of the aged. 

When we first encounter Mrs. 
Foyle’she seems a pretentious no- 
body. As the circumstances of 
her life are disclosed, however, 
the reader gradually changes his 
attitude. For, as the narrator 
Suggests, Mrs. Foyle is a sort of 
Queen Lear—without the solace 
of a faithful Cordelia. By pinch- 
ing pennies all her life she puts 
her daughter Miranda in the way 
' of a good marriage and a career. 
The daughter repays her with 
classic ingratitude and in the end 
consigns her, literally, to a sor-

Despite their attempts 
to cloister themselves they are 
drawn into the lives of their 
neighbors. One of them is Mrs. 
Foyle. Others are a moth-eaten 
scholar named Waterfield whose 
besetting ambition is to restore 
all of Europe’s dis-enthroned 
monarchs, an Iraquian student 
who combines a pursuit of West- 
ern learning with an even 
more avid pursuit of Western 
“dames’; a wise and gabby 
housekeeper, a psycho-neurotic 
cook who terrorizes Mrs. Foyle, 
a gilded youth named Cyprian 
and so on.

As can be seen, the main story 
—filial ingratitude sharper than 
a serpent’s tooth—is old, old 
stuff.

that the mutilation of personality’

As for the loneliness and de- 
fenselessness of age, he has done 
no more than to hring it into 
focus.

Mr. Liddell has written several 
other novels and all of them 
have been highly praised. So 
far he is little known in the 
United States but ‘“‘The Last En- 
chantments’’ should do much to 
spread his reputation as a wise 
and gracious artist who makes 
a pliant, subtle use of the lan- 
guage.

r4 6T London Book of Eng- 
lish Verse’ is a proposal 
to carry on what Pal- 
grave’s “Golden Treasury” be- 
gan 88 years ago and “The Ox- 
ford Book of English Verse” con- 
tinued in 1900. That is, the 
making of an anthology so excel- 
lent and so catholic that it will 
be read and kept alive for the 
next half-century or longer. 
Mr. Read is a former professor 
of fine arts in the University of 
Edinburgh, Mr. Dobree professor 
of English literature in the Uni- 
versity of Leeds.

A Philippine Martyr 


PRIDE OF THE MALAY RACE, by 
Rafael Palma. (Prentice-Hall, 385 


pgs., $3). 


LITTLE over fifty years ago, 
Aw Philippine Islands saw 

a bitter battle for independ- 
ence—against Spain—and out 
of that struggle cam2 the great 
hero of the Malay people—Jose 
Rizal. Only now has the full 
story of this slender, devout 
apostle of freedom been avail- 
able to the English-speaking 
world. The biography is by Ra- 
fael Palma, who was president of 
the University of the Philippines 
in 1936 when he wrote it. Palma 
died in 1939. The translation is 
by Roman Ozaeta, a justice of 
the Philippine Supreme Court, 


The book itself is quite a story. 
The year it was written, ‘Pride 
of the Malay Race” won first 
prize in a government contest. 
But then war—and a new con- 
queror, the Japanese—came. The 
book was forgotten for a decade. 


Rizal’s life was brief, as the 
lives of martyrs usually are. He 
was born in 1861, and died in 
1896. Death in his thirty-fifth 
year came before a Spanish firing 
squad. But not before Rizal had 
written—mostly in exile—several 
books that were to the Filipinos 
what Tom Paine’s “Common 
Sense” was to Americans in 


1776, and T’ien Chuu’s “Village 
in August” was to the Chinese 
in 1939. 


Palma writes the details of 
Rizal’s death calmly for a man 
moved by a national reverence. 
The execution took place on Dec. 
30, 1896 — after the usual 
phoney trial on charges of trea- 
son, As he'was led off to the 
place of execution, he told his 
Spanish guards: “What a beauti- 
ful: morning! Some mornings 
like this I used to come here to 
spend with my sweetheart.” 


To accompanying Jesuit priests, 
Rizal said: “We are on the road 
to Calvary. I can well realize 
now the passion cf Christ; mine 
is so insignificant.” His last 
words were: “I have not been a 
traitor to my country nor to the 
Spanish nation.” 


NLY in an obscure footnote 
QO: we learn that author Pal- 
ma was actually present at 
the execution, amcng hundre-s 
of grieving Filipinos. After 
Rizal’s death, the Spanish admin- 
istration forged a “‘confession”— 
long since discredited and added 
to the grim documentary that 
goes with the literature of free- 
dom. 
There is one sour note in the 
American publication of .“Pride 


of the Malay Race.” The book 
includes, in its appendixes, a 
speech delivered Dec. 30, 1946, 
at a fiftieth commemoration of 
Rizal’s death, by the late Manuel 
Roxas—notorious quisling, who 
served the Japanese during the 
occupation (1942-45), and man- 
aged to gain power again in the 
early postwar period. But certain- 
ly author Palma—let alone Rizal 
—had no way of anticipating 
this desecration. 

The most memorable bit of 
prose left by Rizal is this simple 
line: “There can be no tyrants 
without slaves.” How much of 
history would have been different 
had that line been a part of 
human faith!

RESCUE IN TENSE STH INNING: 
TWO DOUBLES FOR MUSIAL

The righthanded half of baseball’s famous fire-fighters went to 
the rescue again last night, when defeat and a drop into second 


place stared the Cardinals in the face at Sportsman’s Park.

because Ted Wilks regained his game-saving skill in time, the Na- 
tional League leading Redbirds held off the last-place Chicago Cubs, 


3 to 2. 


With Brooklyn thumping Phila- 
delphia, the St. Louis advantage 
stayed at one-half game. The 
Dodgers have five contests to play 
and the Redbirds six in a season 
that will end a week from today. 
Even

Wilks waddled up the left field 
line from the bullpen in the ninth, 
a crowd of 22,077, stunned at the 
suddenness with which Gerald 
Staley had lost his mastery over 
the Cubs, might have wondered 
whether The Cork still was a good 
risk.

Reich 
drove out a long fly to left-center, 
where Chuck Diering, a ninth- 
inning defensive replacement back 
in action for the first time since 
he twisted an ankle last Wednes- 
day, moved over easily under the 
ball. Then Wilks fired three 
jagged curved strikes past Roy 
Smalley, the Chicago shortstop, 
to end the game. 

The 33-year-old knight of the 
bullpen’s pinch-hitting perform- 
ance saved a contest in which the 
Cardinals, outhitting the Cubs 
nine to eight, missed a chance 
through blundering base-running 
for a first-inning that probably 
would have removed any late pres- 
sure. 

In addition, four double plays 
executed by the Cubs kept the 
Redbirds from pulling away 
against Bob Rush, big sophomore 
righthander, though one of four 
Chicago errors provided the mar- 
gin of victory and pinned an 
eighteenth defeat on the visitors’ 
starting hurler. 

Stan Musial, guilty of the faulty 

base-running that was felt in the 
first inning, and road room- 
mate Red Schoendienst led the at- 
tack on Rush. Schoendienst col- 
lected three singles, driving in one 
run and scoring another, and Mu- 
sial, knocking in the first home- 
team tally, hammered out two dou- 
bles in three official trips to the 
plate. - 
As a result, Stan the Man, mak- 
ing a strong final bid to become 
the first National Leaguer since 
Rogers Hornsby to retain his-bat- 
ting championship, moved his av- 
erage up to .336. Meanwhile, Brook- 
lyn’s Jackie Robinson, collecting 
only one hit in four tries, dropped 
back a half point to .342, and Capt.

Jottings from the notebook of 
a reporterat the North American 
soccer championship tournament 
at Mexico City: 

Frank Borghi, St. Louis boy 
who guarded the goal for the 
United States team, amazed fans 
and startled opposing players with 
his long, accurate throws. Cuban 
and Mexican goaltenders at no 
time threw the ball more than a 
few yards; Borghi repeatedly 
dropped -the ball on the foot of 
‘Outside Right Frank Wallace 50 
yards away. 


Banquets and sight-seeing were 
an important part of the North 
American soccer championship . 
tournament. The cordiality of 
the Mexicans surprised the Ameri- 
can boys more than did the Aztec 
calendar stone, the treasure of 
Chapultepec castle, the pyramids 
at Teotihuacan or the gardens at 
Xochimilco, The team from the 
States was cheered both on the 
field and on the streets. 


Strict observers of form, the 
Mexican squad of 22 players and 
coach and trainer paid a cour- 
tesy visit to the United States 
team the first day of its stay 
at Hotel L’Escargot. So, the 
Americans threw a return party 
for the Mexicans the night 
after the United States victory 
over Cuba. 


Most damaging weakness in the 
United States team as it lost 
twice to Mexico was the defensive 
inadequacy of the American in- 
side forwards (John Souza and 
Jack Hynes). Mexico’s scheme of 
play made telling use of the wing 
halfbacks, and when Souza and 
Hynes failed to cover them the 
damage was terrific. 


In the second game with Mexi- 
co, these two wing halfbacks each 
scored a goal, and both were 
stars. However, in the final U.S. 
game, both Souza and Hynes found 
sufficient stamina to be both at- 
tackers and defenders — and the 
U.S. won, 5-2. 


Four members of the U.S. squad 
did not get into action. They were 
Goaltender Joe Silvosky of Chica- 
go, Fullback Bill Bello, of Fall 
River, Inside Right Nick DiOrio 
of Pittsburgh and Center Forward 
Antone Almeida of Fall River. 


Playing before a crowd of over 
50,000 fans is a great inspiration, 
St. Louis players admitted. Un- 
fortunately for them, they, played 
their worst soccer before the larg- 
est crowd and their best soccer in 
the final game before the small- 
est turnout. It took the U.S. boys 
just three weeks to become fully 
adapted to Mexico City’s 7400-foot 
altitude. Oxygen tanks were avail- 
able in the dressing room and the 
Americans all took whiffs between 
halves of that man-killing first 
game, but none of them needed 
such help in the fourth game. The 
Cuban players had their oxygen 
tanks on the sidelines and actually 
dropped out of action at times ta 
get a fresh breath from the tube.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2% (AP)— 
Businesg loans by banks in all 
sections of the nation are making 
their briskest comebacks in a 
year.; This is one of the few 
soothing notes in the loud discord 
of strike threats and currency 
mix-ups.

The Department of Commerce and 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission predict that from now 
until the end of the year business 
men will be cutting their expendi- 
tures for new plants and equip- 
ment. 

Loan Advance Is Good News. 


The business loan advance is 
the\ most cheerful item of the lot 
for the short-term outlook for 
business. Federal Reserve mem- 
ber banks in 94 cities reported 
that last week commercial, indus- 
trial and farm loans gained a 
total of $164,000,000 over the week 
before, an increase of 1.3 per cent. 
In the same week last year the 
seasonal fall advance was $252,- 
000,000. The banks have a total 
of $13,200,000,000 outstanding, but 
a year ago they had 15 billions. 


These loans are used in part to 
finance expanding fall business, 
to carry inventories being built 
up in expectation of fall and 
Christmas retail trade, and to 
move harvested crops to proces- 
sors and eventually to stores, 

However, today we have a still 


happier picture in the report of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 


!| York. The report covers the week 


ending Sept. 21, a week later than 
the national report. It shows busi- 
ness loans by the 24 reporting 
member banks in New York City 
gaining $69,000,000, the sharpest 
upward swing since last October. 
Loans to public utilities and sales 
finance companies made the 
greatest advance. 

Retail trade, however, continues 
to be disappointing in most sec- 
tions. The Federal Reserve Bank 
shows that in the week ended 
Sept. 17 only one district, Minne- 
apolis, reported dollar sales gains 
over the like week last year. For 
the country as a whole,~.depart- 
ment store sales lagged 7 per cent 
behind a year ago. 

Dollar Sales Up From July. 

The Department of Commerce 
is also out today with an over-all 
look at retail trade during August. 
It reports dollar sales throughout 
the nation were $300,000,000 above 
July, but still $100,000,000 below 
August 1948, or a drop of 3 per 
cent. 

For the year as a whole, the 
department says total retail sales 
have kept “within an unusually 
narrow range.”

SAYS HIPPOCRATES 
WOULD FROWN ON 
SOCIAL MEDICINE

CHICAGO, Sept. 24—Opponents 
of socialized medicine are invok- 
ing the shade of Hippocrates, the 
father of modern medicine. If 
Hippocrates were alive today, he 
would oppose government medi- 
cine, says Dr. Skevos Zervos of 
Athens, Greece, recognized as the 
greatest living authority on Hip- 
pocrates, 

“He would say you cannot treat 
human beings on a mass basis,” 
Dr. Zervos declared in a press con- 
ference at the International Col- 
lege of Surgeons building here. 
“Patients require individual at- 
tention.” 

Dr. Zervos has brought with him 

in 24 shipping cases, an exhibit 
of Hippocrates art treasures, in- 
cluding surgical instruments, 4000 
photographs depicting medical his- 
tory of Greece and a replica-statue 
of Hippocrates, which will be giv- 
en to the International College of 
Surgeons, 
“The noted physician and arch- 
ecologist has spent 52 of his 74 
years in studying Hippocrates, 
who lived 2300 years ago. 

He will be guest of honor when 
the International College of Sur- 
geons celebrates “Hippocrates 
day” here Oct. 23.

Prices in some cases will fall 
more than called for by devalu- 
ation. Lowering the pound per- 
mitted lowering the dollar price of 
British products sold to America, 
but few if any can be cut the 
full 30.5 per cent sliced off the 
pound. 

Some merchants, however, may 
do it anyway if their goods were 
overpriced to begin with. Devalu- 
ation gives them an excuse to 
lower prices without losing face.

can, Murray wants to avoid a 
strike, and for good and. sufficient 
reason. His position, in @ test of 
strength with the steel ee 
is dangerously weak. 


Industry Reserves Strong. 

Murray’s weakness springs 
partly from: the steel industry's 
strength. The industry has re- 
serves to see it through a strike 
of almost unlimited duration, 

It is true that the steel tnion 
also has a large strike kitty, but 
keeping several hundred thousand 
strikers eating over a period of 
weeks is not cheap. It is. esti- 
mated that the union's kitty would 
run out in less than a month. 

The union would then have to 
turn to the whole CIO for support. 
Of the other two unions in the 
CIO’s “Big Three,” Walter Reu- 
ther’s United Auto Workers. are 
themselves faced with a strike, 
and the party-line United Elec- 
trical Workers are threatening to 
bolt. Many of the smaller CIO 
unions are badly strapped. 

Thus a long strike would put 
great pressure on Murray to settle 
on terms immensely damaging to 
his standing in the labor move- 
ment, . 

Nor is this all. The Mine Work- 
ers of Murray’s old rival, John L. 
Lewis, are already out of the pits. 
As long as this is so, a steel strike 
will put no real economic pressure 
on the steel industry to settle, 
since the industry cannot operate 
without coal anyway. Indeed, in 
a simultaneous coal and steel

Murray is conscious of this fact, 
yet he has told his aids that under 
no circumstances will be settle for 
less than the 10-cent plan recom- 
mended by the presidential board.

ED-HEADED, fightin’-Irish Grace Clyde Seaman folded 
R her arms across a pile of desertion case records on the 
desk of her office in Brooklyn’s Municipal Building and 
said: 
Rec Ee ee “The way the law stands to- 
day a man who walks out 
on his family, moves to an- 
other state, and leaves his 
wife and kids to sink or swim, 
freeze or starve, commits 
about as much of a crime as 
double parking for a few min- 
utes in the suburbs.” 
Assistant ‘District . Attorney 
of Kings County, New York, 
and head of the Kings County 
Abandonment Bureau, Mrs. 
Seaman doubles in brass as a 
Brooklyn housewife and legal 
bloodhound dedicated to 
bringing runaway husbands 
to justice. The power be- 
hind the push that has within 
_the past year put a new law 
on the statute books of 10 of 
our states, Mrs. Seaman is the 
GRACE CLYDE SEAMAN ... inventor of a nice, neat steel 
BACKS NEEDED LAW. trap whereby Men who desert 
their families either can be forced.to support their dependents 
regardless of what state they live in or be tossed into jail for 
contempt of court. Called the Uniform Support of Dependents 
Law, this new method of putting the checkrein on irresponsibles 
who gallop across_a state line and leave the community to foot 
the gas, bread and medicine bills for their families, came about 
when just one too many deserters thumbed his nose at the 
polite pleas of the Brooklyn Portia and ignored her be-a-gentle- 
man request to do something about a wife and two children he 
had left behind him.

@ FOR YEARS, district attorneys, judges, welfare agencies 
involved in such cases, and even Mrs. Seaman herself have kept 
quiet about the ease with which a husband could walk out on 
his family with little fear of punishment. It was an accepted 
tenent that no mention be made of the fact that our abandon- 
ment laws are with few, and feeble, teeth. Law-enforcement 
officials reasoned that there was no use advertising the fact 
that it was easy, by simply putting a state line between himself 
and his family, or a stinker to avoid all family responsibilities. 
But the lady beagle-hound in the Kings County Abandonment 
Bureau reasoned differently. 

* * * 

Methodically, she gathered her facts. Every year more 
than 100,000 husbands were walking out on their families and 
tossing their responsibilities into the pockets of the taxpayers. 
From the Social Security Board she discovered that there are 
at least a million abandoned dependents in the. United States 
and thas 750,000 of that number are children under 16 years 
of age. She found that the support of these “castaways” cost 
the nation more than $50,000,000 a year and gave up when it 
came to reducing to paper the cost in juvenile delinquency, 
illness, social agency services, and just plain round American 
dollars in bread and meat and milk. And still more hopeless 
Was gauging that intangible cost in broken hearts of the kids 
left without the feeling of security and well-being that only a 
father can bring to a home.

“You don’t cure a boil by putting a band-aid on it

@ EXCEPT IN THE 10 STATES which have adopted the 
Uniform Support of Dependents Law, it is today practically 
impossible to punish a man who puts a state line between him 
and his family responsibilities. To even begin action in such 
@ case, a district attorney must adjudge a man guilty of 
criminal abandonment. And to be guilty of criminal abandon- 
ment, a man must be proved negligent of no attempt at support 
—a $5 a month payment is enough to keep him free of the law. 
Also if he can prove that his wife or any relatives are keeping 
his children from actually starving he can beat the rap of 
eriminal abandonment. 

If adjudged guilty of criminal abandonment, the district 
attorney can ask for extradition of the deserter from the state 
in which he is living. But extradition is a costly process and 
most D.A.’s offices do not have budgets geared to handle the 
numerous desertion cases that come to their notice.

@ UNDER MRS. SEAMAN’S BILL, which has already bee 
passed by New York state, New Jersey, Indiana, Iowa, Okla- 
homa, Maine, New Hampshire, Michigan, Illinois, Connecticut 
and the Virgin Islands, a wife’s testimony in a desertion case 
is taken in the state in which she resides, The deserting hus- 
band is brought to brook in whatever state to which he has 
fled and the judge decides the case on the evidence. If the 
decision is granted in favor of the wife, the husband pays up 
or goes to the pokey, no matter, whether he be leading at the 
time the life of a carefree playboy, the common-law husband 
of an agreeable dame, or the bigamous spouse of an unsuspect- 
ing woman in another state. 

_ But to be effective the new Uniform Support to Dependents 
Law must be reciprocal. All or most of the 48 states must 
adopt it or the heel who will head for the nearest city in the 
next state and leave behind him his home, wife and kids, will 
always have a haven of escape.

Y father was born in Knox 
M county, Ohio, in 1844. When 
4 the first Burkes came to 
America I am not sure, but I gath- 
ered from Billy—who always lived 
exuberantly in the present and sel- 
dom discussed the past—that they 
came over from Ireland very 
early. I am certain they were not 
wealthy, and until my father 
came along, I doubt if they were 
distinguished. 

‘Billy Burke first set out to be a 
chemist, I do not suppose he got 
very far with his scientific ca- 
reer for I find by consulting the

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my father, and that his extrovert 
nature responded to the bravura 
of being a drummer boy. As a 
little girl, I used to imagine him 
bravely leading the Boys in Blue 
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into battle, sounding a ‘command 
to “Charge!” on orders from Gen. 
Grant himself, and I always 
imagined him being killed in ac- 
tion, still bravely thumping his 
drum. How he could have per- 
ished 30 years before I was born 
was a question I never examined 
closely. 

Billy Burke’s hero 
not a soldier but a clown 
named Dan Rice, who died at 
about the turn of the century, a 
derelict. Dan Rice was the most 
celebrated circus entertainer of 
his day. Probably he was. the 
greatest clown that ever lived. He 
was accustomed to making, or 
losing, More than $100,000 a year 
as a circus owner, and as a per- 
former his salary was $35,000. He 
started as a jockey, became a 
professional strong man, and 
wound up as a clown, a Shakes- 
pearian jester who ‘would ex- 
change witticisms with the audi- 
ence and answer any questions 
with apt quotations from the Old 
Bard of Avon. 

Dan Rice undoubtedly made an 
enormous impression on my fa- 
ther. To some extent, he modeled 
his clowning after him, and the 
habit of quoting Shakespeare fol- 
lowed him all his life. I doubt 
if Billy Burke ever excused him- 
self to run down to the tobacco 
shop without avaunting in Eliza- 
bethan terms. Once I heard him 
astonish a real estate man with 
a noble recitation from Julius 
Caesar, Act III, beginning “See 
what a rent the envious Casca 
made,” and on another occasion, 
when my express wagon over- 
turned as he pulled me down a 
London side street, the neighbor- 
hood was treated to: 
“O! what a fall there was, my 

countrymen; | 
Then I, and you, and all of us fell 


down, 
Whilst bloody treason flourish’d 
over us.” 
It is quite possible that Charles 
Chaplin and others can quote a 


few lines from the classics, but I 
suggest as an. understatement 
that few of our entertainers today 
are either pundits or poets. 

There were some special clowns 
in my father’s day, and I want 
to say a word about them. I do 
not mean the ordinary, run-of- 
the-circus Joey, the red-nosed, 
pantalooned tramps who scamper 
around the ring as a stopgap be- 
tween numbers. In the seventies 
and eighties and, indeed, for some 
time after that, clowns were the 
aristocrats of the circus, And the 
creme de la creme of the clowns 
were the nes clowns, the tal- 
ented artists like Tony Pastor, Al 
Miaco and Billy Burke. 

Circuses in those days were 
one-ring circuses, not the vast af- 
fairs we know now, and audiences 
under canvas never surpassed 
4000 persons. Thus there Was an 
opportunity for wit and panto- 
mime to have full play, and Billy 
Burke’s voice, which was clear 
and big, could fill the entire tent 


and then some, 
C their origin to the religious 

plays of the Fourteenth Cen- 
tury when roving troupes of play- 
ers, like the famous Lupinos, Ida 
Lupino’s direct ancestors, used to 
travel Europe; the clowns of today 
spring from the Devils in those 
plays. At least, that is what Billy 
Burke thought, although more pre- 
cise historians may trace the an- 
cestry of clowns much farther 
back than that. 

I sup it igs only because 
circuses have become so large 
that the great pantomimists and 
singing clowns are no more; but 
even so their traditions remain. 
A beginning clown is still a 
“First of May,” and becomes 
a “Johnny Come Lately” in 
his second year. If he hopes 
for a permanent place in the 
hierarchy, he must eventually be- 
come a producing clown, with his 
own props and scenery. 

When I was a big girl of 13 or 
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REIGNING BEAUTY OF THE NEW YORK STAGE, 


14, trouping with my parents 
through Europe, the clown that 
impressed me the most was a 
truly astonishing gentleman with 
the Babusios troupe who could 
make water squirt six feet high 
from his skull. In Moscow, where 
BillY Burke took his act to play 
in an enormous park, the great 
clown was Durow, who was with 
the State Circus, and whose acid 
remarks from the ring were so ef- 
fective that he could actually 
drive office holders from the -* 
ernment. Perhaps they n . 
Comrade Durow in Moscow today, 
I wonder what became of him. 

And what became of William 
Olschansky, who jested in eleven 
languages, or of a japester named 
Sherwood? This Sherwood once 
pranced across the ring in all his 
paint and foolishness, made a low 
and comic bow, and reached up 
graciously to permit Queen Vic- 
toria to shake his hand, P. T. Bar- 
num was near apoplexy, but Vic- 
toria was amused and had to re- 
tire to control her laughter. 

Billy Burke was one of these in- 
ternational clowns who could play 
in any country in any language. 
So far as I know, he never both- 
ered his head at any time in his 
life to study German, French, or 
Spanish or Italian, but on stage he 
seemed perfectly at home in them. 
Perhaps like the late great Otis 
Skinner, who purported to speak 
all languages and actually spoke 
only English—but that magnifi- 
cently—Billy was merely adept at 
making foreign noises. But the 
people seemed to understand 
clowns in any language. It was 
the custom to play Paris in the 
spring, Germany. in the summer, 
Russia in the autumn, and Lon- 
don in the winter. 

Billy came to Pittsburgh with 
P. T. Barnum in 1883 and sang 
his funny songs. I am told that 
he was witty and clever with 
satirical pantomime. All ‘the girls

true determinants of all that hap- 
pens. As in Marxism, the manifest 
social, political, cultural status is 
but a “superstructure” erected 
upon the underlying economic 
forces, s0 in Freud’s system con- 
scious conduct is only a product 
of forces located in the uncon- 


scious. 
W unconscious forces and the 
conscious ego reaches a cer- 
tain intensity, according to Freud, 
the effect is upheaval, with a dis- 
ruption of life and conduct. For 
Marx, in an analogous fashion, 
social peace is disrupted when the 
proletariat arises, and that will 
occur when economic forces from 
below are strong enough to over- 
throw the existing social, political 
and economic order. Freud and 
Marx agree, too, that all events, 
social and personal, are strictly de- 
termined. 
Spiritual freedom is denied by 
both. The Marxist holds that his- 


tory is determined by economic 
forces; the Freudian, that man’s 
personal fate depends on instinc- 
tual forces. Both envision the 
abolishment of inhibitions as the 
way toward a better state of af- 
fairs. The very existence:of this 
parallel in thinking indieates how 
modern man understands or mis- 
understands himself within the 
general cultural, intellectual, and 
philosophical “climate” of the 
times. Historical materialism, the 
philosophy of Marx, and psycho- 
logical materialism, the  phi- 
losophy of Freud, are children of 
the same age and express the

Made of such materials as corduroy 
and blue denim, held together with brass 
studs, there is.no doubt but what they 
outwear those flannel knickers two to 
one, and in most cases they aren’t any 
more expensive. 

In the case of blue jeans, in fact, they 
are far less expensive and wear several 
times as long. Truth of the matter is, 
the department stores are a little un- 
happy about the blue jean situation.

There are necker- 
chiefs which range from the two-hit 
bandana to the one-dollar silk job with 
pictures of bucking horses on it. There 
are spurs which are reproductions of 
genuine cowboy spurs and genpine Span- 
ish spurs, all turned out in genuine leath- 
er and gold and silver finished metal. 
There are leather quirts, lashes and bull 
whips. Leather jackets with fringe 
around the shoulders, which sell for $10 
and silk shirts made just like Roy Rog- 
ers wears, cost $4.95. Cowboy gauntlets 
may be had at almost any price, from 
cotton ones at 69 cents, to gloves of 
soft yellow leather decorated with brass 
studs and jewels, for $2.98. Belts, cov- 
ered with studs and jewels of all colors, 
run from $1 to $2.95, and leather cuffs 
of tooled leather decorated with red 
jewels cost $2.98 to $3.98. 


All this stuff, of course, is optional 
and depends on how much hard-earned 
money junior can tear loose from his 
father. But with a cowboy hat at $1.95, 
blue jeans and the new short blue jean 
jackets, and maybe a gun and holster, 
a kid can look like a cowboy and be 
comfortable and happy on less money 
than it takes to buy a blue serge suit. 

Merchandise managers are wondering 
how long the trend is going to last.

The Mob King |

IFE must be lonely for Frank Costello. Like many a genius 

whose bootstraps held fast while he pulled his way to the top, 

he stands today unchallenged in the vocation of his choice, Gone 
are the notorious characters who made him what he is, the modern 
arch-type of that vanishing American—the mob king. 


At 56, his little brown eyes unsmiling as of old but the well- 
brushed black hair thinning and gradually turning gray, there should 


be just two directions left for him to go: down and out. 


Yet there 


are signs—conferences in the East, a shooting in the West, a gub- 
ernatorial campaign in the South—that the reputed head of the 
nation’s New Look gangsters is planning a comeback in the big 


cities. 
him. 

Their adversary has the ten- 
tacles of an octopus and the life 
of a snake. Police,‘ FBI, grand 
juries, congressional committees, 
tax agents, and narcotic agents all 
have tackled him and up to this 
moment, have lost. He is the self- 
admitted “king of the slot ma- 
chines.” The Narcotics Bureau 
tagged him as the “prime min- 
ister of the underworld.” Collier's 
Magazine described him as “Amer- 
ica’s No. 1 mystery man.” Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey called him the 


‘“gangster boss of Tammany Hall” 


and’ the late Mayor Fiorello La- 
Guardia, fiery past master of re- 
form and invective, hurled at him 
his lowest epithet: “the bum.” 


Through all the storms Frankie 
Costello, the teetotaling ex-gun- 
man who preaches peace and 
double-entry bookkeeping in gang- 
land, has somehow kept his offi- 
cial skirts clean and hig discreet 
pinstripes immaculately pressed. 
Only once did he go to jail—in 
1915—on a concealed weapons 
charge. Thirty years later, without 
benefit of gun, he licked Franklin 
D. Roosevelt at New York politics. 
By then he was many times a 
millionaire, the accused king of a 
$2,000,000,000-a-year international 
racket industry. Somehow, the 
long and green had kept coming 
his way. It still is. 


Only one cloud hung over the 
empire. Frank Costello couldn't 
sleep. “His mind was troubled,” 
said Dr. Richard Hoffman, the 
Park avenue psychiatrist’ whom 
Frank consulted. What spoiled his. 
nightly rest in the $3600-a-year 
Central Park West suite? What 
did the one-time immigrant boy 
from Italy mull over in his razor- 
sharp mind while he tossed amid 
the blankets? Was he counting 
sheep or did he stare toward 
the darkened ceiling while the 
men who helped write his suc- 
cess story passed in review? 


It must have been a king-sized 
case of insomnia, for the line of 
Frankie’s -notorious friends was 
long. And they all have one thing 
in common: either they’re dead 
or they have had their wings 
clipped. 


In the cast of characters march- 
ing by while the last of the Mo- 
hicans vainly hunted for sleep 
were: 

Big Bill Dwyer, who in 1926 
gave Costello his first big 
chance as pay-off man for the 
biggest rum running ring of 
them all. While armored speed- 
boats dodged bullets in the har- 
bor, the office was organized 
like any efficient concern and 
included a separate department 
in charge of bribing officials. 
Big Bill went to the pen and 
died broke, but Frank went on 
to better things even though a 

coast guardsman swore Costello 
had hired him to run a boot- 
legging boat for $75 a week. 


Al Capone, with whom Frank 
was pictured in 1929 at a unique 
gangster’s keep-the-peace-and- 
split-the-take conference called 
by Costello in Atlantic City after 
gunmen perpetrated the notor- 
ious St. Valentine’s massacre in 
Chicago. Indicted for $1,000,000 
‘income tax evasion and sent to 
the penitentiary for 10 years, 
the scarfaced “‘Public Enemy 
No. 1” became a mental ‘patient 


This time the municipalities themselves are uniting to lick 


and died broke in a mortgaged 
Miami villa in 1947. 


“Dutch” Schultz, who worked 

for Frank in policy and other 
rackets, and was fatally shot 
with his chauffeur and two 
bodyguards in 1935 in a Newark 
cafe, 
. Huey Long—yes, Huey Long, 
United States Senator, who in 
1935 guaranteed Costello police 
protection for slot machines in 
New Orleans and was assassi- 
nated shortly afterward in the 
Capitol at Baton Rouge. 


James J. “Jimmy” Hines, 
powerful Tammany chieftain 
with whom Frank maintained 
such cozy relations that the two 
shared a room during the 1932 
Democratic national convention. 
He was found guilty in 1939 of 
13 counts in giving paid protec- 
tion to the $20,000,000 Dutch 
Schultz policy syndicate. 


Willie Bioff, labor leader who 
named Costello as a member of 
the conspiracy which infiltrated 
the stagehand union for a 
$1,000,000 shakedown of the 
movie industry, and’ who was 
sentenced to ten years in 1941 
on an extortion charge. Out on 
parole, he no longer frequented 
his wonted haunts. 


“Lepke” Buchalter, boss of 
Brooklyn’s Murder, Inc., who 
died in the electric chair at Sing 
Sing in 1944 after crying out, 
according to the New York 
World-Telegram, that Costello 
had betrayed him. 
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name in prostitution and 

other enterprises, who 
was deported to Italy in 1946 
after Costello personally brought. 
him his two suit cases to Ellis 
Island. 

“Bugsey” Siegel, West Coast 
gambler and racketeer who had 
been charged with rape, murder 
and other law violations. He 
was often seen in Costello’s 
company, In 1947, while Bugsey 
was reading a newspaper in his 
Beverly Hills mansion, four 
shots rang out from behind the 
curtain and he fell dead. “We 
don’t run for public office,” 
Bugsey once volunteered, “we 
own the politicians.” 


Mickey Cohen, dapper and 
diminutive figure in the latest 
investigation of corruption in 
Los Angeles. He proved an elu- 
sive target last July 20. Two gun- 
men pumped slugs into Mickey 
and some (fritnds as_ they 
stepped from a smart Sunstrip 
cafe. One henchman was killed, 
Mickey recovered. Mayor Fiet- 
cher Bowron charged Costello 
was the brains behind Cohen. 


Such is the company that sleep- 
less Frankie keeps. Yet he himself 
is an apostle of non-violence, the 
Neville Chamberlain of gangster- 
dom. He works behind skilled 
front men, dabbles generously in 
legitimate business and keeps his 
income tax blanks neat. 


After a brief purge by good 
government forces within the 
limits of the country’s largest 
cities, the network once again is 
being knitted tightly. Within the 
past two weeks Mayor DeLesseps 
S. Morrison, president of the 
American Municipal Association, 
charged that Costello’s crime syn- 
dicate was attempting to “extend 
its power and influence into the 
governments of the nation’s key 
cities.” e

Morrison then charged that the 
hotel room of the incumbent, 
Mayor Robert S. Maestri was be- 
ing used by gamblers as a caucus 
chamber and that the Costello 
syndicate’ put up $200,000 to re- 
elect Maestri and assure them- 
selves of a healthy working at- 
mosphere. New Orleans was a 
fun-loving town in the Long-Cos- 
tello-Maestri heyday. The amuse- 
ment came high, but there Were 
dancing girls for one and all. 


“A few years ago,” Morrison 
said in his latest appeal to combat 
Costello and his crowd, “they oc- 
cupied behind-the-scenes positions 
of power in Chicago, Los Angeles, 


New Orleans, Miami and other 
cities. Good Government admin- 
istrations have kieked them out 
over the municipal borders. Now 
they are trying to bring their 
operations, power and influence 
back into key cities. 


“In addition to illegal activities,” 
Mérrison continued, “the syndi< 
cate also is engaged in legitimate 
activities such as night clubs, en- 
tertainment, labor unions, real es- 
tate and the liquor business.” He 
said the situation calls for -‘thor- 
ough examination into the activi- 
ties of Frank Costello, the reputed 
head of this syndicate, by the 
Federal Government.”

The saga of Frank Costello, 
alias Castellano, aiias Stello, alias 
alias Stello, alias Saverria, 
Castiglia, alias Castello, et al, 
began in the “Hell's Kitchen” 
of .New York’s east side short- 
ly after the turn of the- cen- 
tury. In 1908, the up-and-coming 
hoodlum was discharged on his 
first assault and robbery charge 


at the tender age of 16. There 
was a minor tussle with Mr. Law 
in 1912 and in 1915 he went up 
the river for ten months on the 
concealed weapons charge. 


Armistice Day 1919 saw him ac- 
tive and later temporarily broke 
in the punchboard business, but 


_then came prohibition and happy 


days were here again. Always 
imaginative, Frank was the first 
bootlegger using planes to scout 
the Atlantic Coast for liquor-laden 
boats that “hijacked” themselves. 
While his bosses went behind iron 
bars, he hopped a boat to Eng- 
land and long after repeal report- 
edly kept collecting $35,000 in 
monthly commissions from legiti- 
mate sales of King’s Ransom and 
House of Lords scotch whisky. 


With the success of his Atlantic 
City peace parley his stature in- 
creased and his interests under- 
standably widened. Success kept 
his head calm—he never dissipates, 
shuns desserts and has been 
married to his wife, Loretta, for 
more than 30 years—and little 
things such as a grand jury indict- 
ment in a 1935 jewel theft in- 
volving $185,000 worth of loot 
bounced off him like a golf ball. 


While the rest of the country 
weighed how long it would take 
Hitler to celebrate Anschluss with 
Siberia, Frank and one of his 
associates, Dandy Phil Kastel, 
formerly of Broadway and lately 
of New Orleans, were indicted in 
the second biggest federal income 
tax case then of record.

ND so came the day in 1943 

when police tapped his unilist- 

ed telephone and heard the 
voice of Magistrate Thomas A. 
Aurelio, just nominated by the 
Democrats for the State Supreme 
Court with Frank’s assistance. 
“My loyalty for all you’ve done is 
undying,” the magistrate was 
heard to say. And Frank the 
boss waved him away: “When I 
tell you something is in the bag, 
you can rest assured.” Indeed 
he could. The whole episode was 
dragged through the papers and 
despite the publicity, the active 
opposition of President Roosevelt, 
and the disavowal of Aurelio by 
both Democrats and the Repub- 
licans who also had indorsed him, 
Frank’s boy triumphed on elec- 
tion day. 


Justice Aurelio and four of his 
Supreme Court colleagues were on 
hand earlier this year, along with 
other notables, at a Salvation 
Army dinner during ‘which $18,000 
was raised. The invitation had 
come from Costello as vice chair- 
man of the fund drive. Everybody 
was acutely red in the face the 
next day except Frank, who said 
he was only following the counsel 
of his psychiatrist to be. civic- 
minded. “I don’t ask favors from 
anybody,” he said in his best Sal- 
vation Army manner. “Anything I 
do comes from the heart, not the 
head.” 


The foregoing is just one of 


‘many instances that his name has 


popped up in the papers. In 1944, 
he thoughtlessly forgot an enve- 
lope containing $27,200 in cash in 
a taxicab and he had to fight the 
Government hard before he got 
back $121.65 less the lawyer’s bill. 

His political prowess must have 
grown for in 1945 five Democratic 
district chieftains agreed with Re- 
publican Gov. Dewey that Frank 
was the real boss of Tammany. 
This year, Clendenin Ryan, a 
youthful millionaire with a pen- 
chant for reform, threw the 
charge into Mayor O’Dwyer’s face. 

New York City was becoming 
more and more unprofitable, so 
last: year Costello went to New 
Orleans to help out Earl K. Long 
to perpetuate the Long dynasty in 
Louisiana. Outside New Orleans 
three new dice tables and three 
new roulette wheels were packing 
in the customers at his swanky 
Beverly Country Club. His special- 
ly trademarked slot machines— 
all other brands were usually 
quickly confiscated in Huey’s 
heyday—were waiting to move 
back into town, Long and Cos- 
tello conferred in public places, 
such as the lobby of the Roosevelt 
hotel and: the barbershop down 
the street. The papers exposed the 
tie-up, but Long got elected any- 


how. 
L headlines in Washington, where 

Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
of Wisconsin asked Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughan of St. Louis whether he 
didn’t know the New Yorker and 
asked that Frank be called to tes- 
tify before the.five percenter in- 
quiry into the “influence” busi- 
ness. 

Gen. Vaughan was accused of 
helping obfSin scarce building ma- 
terial during the war for a race- 
track building project, of William 
J. Helis, . magnaté and turf- 
man. Helis, in turn, was accused 
of being in the liquor business 
with Costello, but denied the 
charge. 

In Miami, Daniel P. Sullivan, 
director of the local crime bureau, 
announced that the Costello syndi- 
cate had seized control of lucra- 
tive bookmaking operations by 
cutting off the vital wires for 
racing news to 300 bookies—just 
to show them that they could be 
put out of business. 

In Chicago, the fast-moving 
Frank addressed a convention of 
the Coin Machine Institute, re- 
portedly warning the assembled 
gentry, including operators from 
St. Louis, to “infiltrate, take your 
time,” encourage punchboards and 
bingo before going big time, and 
to move into second-story loca- 
tions so that the reformers 
wouldn’t be offended. He was also

it is “customary” to make a down 
payment of at least one third, and 
get it paid for in perhaps.10 years. 
Whatever happened to that .FHA 
loan that required only 5 per cent 
down, with about $25 to $30 per 
month pay-off? Every real estate 
agent that we have spoken to has 
advised against applying for FHA 
financing—claiming that private 
financing is much better. Why? 
We don’t expect anything for 
nothing, and merely want a livable 
place in a respectable neighbor- 
hood—which someone is success- 
fully keeping us (I am referring 
to all the house-hunters) from 
having. Herg is one sample—new 
duplex houses, in a neighborhood 
that is over 50 years old. Three 
rooms and bath each on a 50 foot 
lot for only $17,000—with $84 per 
month payoff, and about one-third 
down. Would you buy one? The 
street isn’t even completed.

Louis and vicinity are outrageous 
and it is time they were lowered. 

“Better Homes and Gardens” 
had a detailed account in a recent 
issue of the immense building 
project of one concern in Long 
Island, offering small homes, per- 
fect in their design, workmanship, 
equipment, etc., beautifully locat- 
ed, selling under $8000. Having 
seen these homes, I know they 
are excellent values. If they can 
be sold for so low a figure in the 
east, why notin St. Louis? Fur- 
thermore, down payments are 
much lower. GI’s buy with no 
down payment—others can pay as 
low as $200 cash, on even higher 
priced homes. 


For as far back as I can remem- 
ber St. Louis real estate dealevs 
have kept.their prices up as high 
and as long as they possibly could. 
The only way to remedy such a 
situation is for prospective buyerg 
to refuse to buy until prices come 
down. Six months without any 
sales would bring about a substan- 
tialedrop in prices and relieve the 
housing situation. It also might 
enable some families not able to 
buy to rent homes at a reasonable 
figure.

This little 
gem I was told, could be snapped 
up for a mere $13,500—$3500 down 
and $80 per month. The next 
three weeks were a nightmare of 
realtors, home owners and quick 
lunch places. Real estate ads in 
a normal city gave prices. Not 
St. Louis. There the ads said 
coyly, “Make offer,” or “Snap, 
better be fast,” plus such drivel 
as “sacrifice,” “must see to ap- 
preciate,” etc. We lowered our 
sights quite a bit and began to 
look at sub-standard stuff. One 
place, a fairly new home, was on 
an almost impassable road. The 
cistern and outdoor pfivy were 
enough. This handsome thing 
sold for $8000. At another place 
the mother was ironing and the 
little boy tagged along as we 
went at her suggestion, to look 
around for ourselves. The floors 
sagged in the center of the sec- 
ond floor, “Our wall paper's fall- 
ing” pointed out our little guide. 
Later he announced proudly “We 
got rats.” Well, that finished that 
one. We found one place that 
sold for $7300. It was in such a 
state that no self-respecting fam- 
ily would have lived in it. In 
fairness, however, we found a few 
places we did want, but the down 
payment was prohibitive, $3000 to 
$5000—way over most people’s 
heads. One day down town ona 
hunch I bought a Detroit paper. 


‘The prices which were quoted, 


not withheld, made our eyes bug 
out. We hopped in the old car 
and in two days had bought a 
place in a nice suburb of Detroit. 
We paid $7350 with $1350 down, 
and $45 per month rent. It is a 
pretty story-and-a-half house with 
bath, city water, telephone, g4- 
rage and outbuildings. What gives 
down there anyway?

Dear Martha Carr: 


I can’t begin to tell you how I 
feel about the housing situation.

Where are parents 
supposed to put them? If you do 
locate an unfurnished apartment 
rents are between $100 and $150 
a month for them. How can the 
average worker afford this? We 
have been living in two furnished 
rooms paying $65 a month for a 
year now, and the landlady has 
learned we are expecting a baby 
so has told us we must move. As 
for buying a home, that is almost 
impossible. Prices are sky-high. 
St. Louis did a lot of talking when 
the war was on about veterans 
housing, and nice homes for the 
boys on their return. Look what's 
happening now they have re- 
turned, Every bit of that was just 
talk.

TO “BEAT THE BAND” 

Y authority of authentic 
K slang “to beat the band” de- 

acribes exceptional effort, a 
supreme output of energy. It is 
also an expression of amazement, 
as the simple “Doesn’t that beat 


the band!”"—though it sometimes ff 


suggests exceptional accoémplish- 
ment, as “She’s enlisting members 
to beat the band.” 


One of our readérs asks if it is 
not silly to assume that its orig- 
inal usage was literally to beating 
a band in getting somewhere. 
“Would it not be more sensible,” 
she asks, “to assume it was the 
band’s noise—the iloudness—that 
was alluded to?” 


In the use of language, espe- 
clally slang metaphors, it is the 
speaker's imagination that gives 
an expression its significance. 
When one attempts to explain 
such metaphors today, or to at- 
tribute certain meanings to them, 
one can only be guided by gur- 
vivals of their early usage in print. 
The first literary record of “to 
beat the band” is in Fiandrau’s 
“Harvard Episodes,” published in 
1897. The context here would sup- 
port the idea of beating the band 
in the sense of winning a race 
with a band! “I was on the box- 
seat driving, you know, lickéty- 
split, to beat the band.” 


It is quite probable, that the 
saying was at this time already 
idiomatic, and that FPiandrau 
merely used it in his own way. 
Only three years later the popu- 
lar American writer, William Har- 
ben, wrote in his “Abner Daniel”: 
“He kept me waiting two days and 
hustled around to béat the band.” 


There you have practically a 
contemporary use of the words in 
the general sénse of great or 
exaggerated expenditure of effort 
or of intensity, rather than 
speed in getting somewhere ahead 
of a band.

Plans for a city-wide campaign 
to raise funds for establishment 
of an endowed professorship at 
St. Louis University School of 
Commerce and Finance in honor 
of Prof. Gustave K. Klausner, who 
is serving his thirty-fifth year on 
the faculty, were announced yes- 
terday by the Rev. Paul C. Rein- 
ert, SJ., president of the -univer- 
sity. 

The professorship will be known 
as the “Gustave K. Klausner En- 
dowed Professorship,” Father 
Reinert said, and civic organiza- 
tions, business firms and individ- 
ual admirers will be asked to sup- 
plement contributions of alumni 
of the school to raise the esti- 
mated required fund of $250,000. 

“This professorship in Mr. 
Klausner’s name will serve as a 
perpetual memorial to his char- 
acter and ideals,” Father Reinert | 
said. “Through the top-flight aca- 
demic instruction it underwrites, 
year after year it will carry on 
the influence he has extended over 
the past 35 years.” 

Establishment of the endowed 
professorship in the veteran fac- 
ulty member’s name was proposed 
by a group of civic leaders and 
alumni of the university. The 
group selected Francis C. Flynn, 
an attorney and past president 
of the School of Commerce and 
Finance Alumni Association, as 
general chairman to head the 
drive for funds. 

Prof. Klausner came to the 
United States as a Russian emi- 
grant following the revolution in 
Russia in 1907. He was employed 
by a clothing firm after his ar- 
rival in St. Louis and entered 
the night school at the university 
in 1910, receiving his commerce 
degree as one of the 10 members 
of the first class graduated from 
the School of Commerce and Fi- 
nance in 1913. 

Prof. Klausner received his mas- 
ter’s degree in commerce in 1914, 
and joined the faculty of the 
school as a lecturer and assistant 
in accounting in the night school

— BIG STORE

N DAYS before packaging and self- 
service, stores handling groceries 
were mostly cluttered and drab. On 

the other hand, the traveling men .who 
sold them to the storekeeper were likely 
to be brash drummers whose dress and 
manner often bordered on the spectacu- 
lar. Somehow, stores and traveling sales- 
men have just about exchgnged person- 
alities. Groceries now are merchandised 
with flashy color and lighting effects, but 
the men who take orders for them usually 
are inconspicuous visitors. 

The hale-fellow drummer belongs to 
American folklore, and as far as most 
sales managers are concerned, folklore 
can have him. The preferred salesman 
today is quiet, efficient and smooth, but 
not slick. A product of extensive training, 
he makes more calls, sells more goods, 
is better paid and ordinarily leads a 
happier life than his predecessor with the 
checkered vest. 

In the St. Louis area, hundreds of 
men follow the routine of leaving home 
in the morning, working by automobile a 


route that may take them a couple of. 


hundred miles, returning home at night. 
Some work on straight salary, others on 
commission or a combination of the two, 


but it usually figures at something under 
$200 a month to start and around $300 
for experienced men. Added to this is an 
expense account and relatively unre- 
stricted use of an automobile. 

One of these salesmen, Thomas B. 
Baum, covers downtown St. Louis and six 
Illinois counties for the Quaker Odats 
Company. Within six-week cycles, he 
gets around his entire terrjtory, calling on 
between 700 and 800 stores. Some are 


‘big markets, some are cross-roads gen- 


eral stores whose turnover for the whole 
period might be less than a day’s sales 
of his "ype ye in a city store. Baum 
gives all of them close attention. 

Baum, 31 years old, had done little 
selling before getting his present job. 
Back from four and a half years as an 
infantryman in the South Pacific, he took 
a Red Cross aptitude test that indicated 
he had sales ty. Believing the best 
opportunities lay in the most competitive 
field, he ascertained from the Chamber of 


Commerce that this was groceries. After 


some haunting of the outer office, he was 
accepted by Quads for a six-month try- 
out, will soon end his fourth year with 
the firm. 

Besides his initia] training, Baum was 


required to absorb and take an examina- 
tion on a novel-length sales manual. He 
is kept up to date on selling techniques by 
occasionally being accompanied by his 
supervisor, and by a stream of home of- 
fice bulletins and research reports that 
reach him by mail. 

Baum’s job is to sell some 40 items, 
many of them in small, medium and large 
economy-size packages. But he is not 
expected to place them on the grocer’s 
shelves through sheer force of person- 
ality. Through a system of research, his 
company has determined that grocers, 
hard-working and practical-minded, react 
coldly to back-slapping, but respect a 
salesman who works hard and knows his 
business. 

In the single matter of greetings, it 
has been proved through careful compari- 
sons of results that gambits of “friendly 
conversation” may antagonize. Salesmen 
are informed that men who ate too effu- 
sive 80 per cent of the time average 3] 
per cent of the total business in oats, 
pancake flour, cold cereals and corn 
meal. Those who employ opening con- 
versational exchanges more judiciously, 
or less than 20 per cent of the time, do 
45 per cent of the business.

OOKS of the a Oneal ey palatable ways of 
preparing eggpiant. e of them is mousaka, or egg- 
plant eA. This dish, of Turkish origin, is 

prepared extensively in Greece. 

_ Mrs. Helen Jannopoulo, a St. Louisan born in Greece 
whose biography has recently been published, prepares 
mousaka by first cutting a medium eggplant lengthwise in 
slices one-fourth inch thick. Slices are salted mg and 
placed in a flat dish to rest for about half an hour. Mean- 
while, chopped onion is fried slowly in butter for about five 
minutes, water is added and cooking continued until water 
has evaporated. Ground beef is next added to the onion 
and browned well. Then tomato puree, chopped parsley, 
and powdered allspice are stirred in and mixture 
simmered for about 15 minutes. 

While meat simmers, eggplant slices are rinsed in cold 
water and dried. They are then dipped in a thin batter 
and fried quickly on both sides over a fast fire. Layers of 
eggplaht and meat are placed in a casserole and seasoned 
with salt and pepper. Beaten eggs are poured over the 
layers, and the is placed in a moderate oven (375 
degrees) to bake, uncovered, until the eggs are set and 
contents heated through. 

INGREDIENTS: One medium eggplant, one medium 
onion, four tablespoons butter, one-fourth cup water, one 
and one-half pounds ground beef, six oe tomato 
puree, two tablespoons chopped parsley, one-half teaspoon 
allspice, salt and pepper to taste, four whole eggs. 
For batter: 
tablespoons flour. These amounts serve six persons.

St. Louis Industrial Plant Conducts Seminar in Effort 
To Dispel Misconceptions That Lead to Intolerance 


By OLIVER F. FINK of the PICTURES Staff 


HE fight against racial and religious prejudices and the evils that attend 
them is being carried directly into industrial plants. Factory seminars 
are being held in an effort to dispel intergroup antagonisms by breaking 

down the misconceptions that lead to prejudice. cipants are representa- 
tives of rank and file workers and of management. They are encouraged to 
speak up about their dislikes and the reasons for them; both dislikes and 
reasons are then dissected by fellow workers and a guest s er, usually a 
specialist in his field. Hope is that those with prejudices lose them, help 
clear up any intergroup antipathies in the plant tt large. 

A practical aspect of industry's interest in removing infergroup friction is 
the high economic cost of prejudice. It has been estimated that cost is more 
than ten billion dollars a year to thie nation and its citizens. Loss occurs 
through such effects as low wages for “inferior people”; lack of co-operation 


between groups and resultant inefficiency and lower production; violence - 


resulting from racial and religious intolerance; inability of industry to utilize 
workers to their fullest ability because of intergroup resentment. 

An industry seminar was held this month at the St. Louis plant of the Gen- 
eral-Cable Corporation, sponsored jointly by the firm and the National Confer- 
ence of Christians and Jews. Participating in the series of five afternoon con- 
ferences were 13 hourly workers, and 13 supervisory personnel from among 
the firm's 650 St. Louis employes. These employes were appointed by the 
plant manager in consultation with the business agent of the union—Local 
1256, AFL International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers—that represents 
the plant's production and clerical workers. Participation was voluntary. An 
effort was made to get a cross section of racial and religious groups. 

Especially designated for discussion were: Causes of prejudice and its 
effect on industrial production; misconceptions about physical differences 
between groups; cultural differences between groups; how to handle preju- 
diced people, and methods for improving intergroup relations and applying 
the techniques to factory conditions. But the discussions covered a much 
broader field, ranged between such questions as to why a white supervisor 
would not have a soft drink with a Negro worker and the relative efficiency 
of men and women. : 

Séminars were ‘initiated by General Cable last summer with a series of 
conferences at its plant at Perth Amboy, New Jersey. The firm adheres to 
a policy of strict non-discrimination—Negroes, whites, Catholics, Protestants, 
Jews work and eat side by site, have equal ties for advancement. It 
was felt the discussions would reduce misunderstanding and intergroup fric- 
tions, improving harmony and production. The experiment was so successful 
it was tried here, is to be undertaken at more of company’s six plants. Other 
industrial concerns also are considering holding racial and religious seminars.

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EDDIE RICKENBACKER 


O THE PUBLIC, World War I hero Eddie 
Rickenbacker is still America’s most 
famous ace. To businessmen, Rickenbacker 
is a top-rank executive; he’s the boss of the 
only airline (Eastern) that so far has made 
money year in and year out. 

And so Rickenbacker might well be called 
America’s Mr. Aviation. Yet the Army Air 
Corps once rejected, him for duty. 

It happened during World War I. At that 
time, Eddie was one of the nation’s best 
auto racers. Seeking new fields, he volun- 
teered for the Air Corps as a pilot. 

“What’s your education?” he was asked. 

“Just six and a half years of elementary 
school,” admitted Rickenbacker. 

“Sorry,” said the Air Corps, “but we 
want men with college educations.” 


So He Became an Army Auto Driver 


But the Army did accept Eddie as an auto 
driver, shipped him off to France. One day 
Sergeant Rickenbacker spotted a disabled 
staff car on a back road, and offered help. 
The driver couldn’t find the trouble, and his 
passenger, a one-star general, was rapidly 
growing angrier. The passenger: The Air 
Corps’ pugnacious General Billy Mitchell. 

Mitchell soon ccoled off as he watched 
Rick check the engine, spot the trouble 
(a dirty carburetor), and clean it up. As 
the engine began to hum, Mitchell snapped: 

“From now on, you’re my driver!” 

Rick’s mechanical skill continued to im- 
press Mitchell. It was he who finally got 
Eddie into an Army flying school. 

Rick graduated, went on to destroy 26 
German air craft, and became the Ameri- 
can “Ace of Aces.” After the war, he en- 
tered the transportation end of flying, rose 
to president of Eastern Air Lines. He has 
kept that company in the black for 15 years 
now.

T’S STARTLING BUT IT’S TRUE: Today’s GI is a 

better soldier than his older brother — that 
first-class fighting man who whipped the Ger- 
mans and the Japs. 

And he is most certainly different. We are giv- 
ing him a lighter pack. He eats better food, even 
in the field; soon he’s likely to be wearing a 
lighter, more effective helmet. There’s a prospect 
that his future uniforms will be made from fab- 
rics able to withstand shell splinters..He’s con- 
scious of his dignity as an individual, and he’s 
been trained in a tough, efficient school, but one 


that gets along without the rough-house cussing. 


of yesterday’s top-sergeants. That kind of train- 
ing is out! 
Broadly speaking, his training is more thor- 


ough. His weapons are improved..The men who’: 


lead him have been more carefully selected, and 
his spirit is better than it was in World War I. 

All this, I must say, is-no accident. Since the 
hasty postwar demobilization in 46, the Army has 
left nothing undone to build the best combat sol- 
diers the world has ever seen. 

Today’s G.I. is better because he’s got to be. 
If war ever comes again, his job will be far 
tougher than the last time. Atomic weapons, 
guided missiles, jet aircraft have vastly compli- 
cated warfare. Combat forces must be able to 
scatter quickly when attacked, then get together 
in a hurry for a counter-blow. 


Food Will Be Better 


What we call “all-around defense” is neces- 
sary. The battlefield situation may become so 
fluid that fighting units will be flanked or en- 
veloped from right, left, rear—or even above—and 
yet not be defeated. 

Don’t misunderstand me, however, when I say 
that the tactics of another war may differ greatly 
from the last. The role of the infantryman, de- 
spite the new weapons, will remain unchanged. 

War, I think, is not unlike the snow battles we 
used to have when I was a boy in Pennsylvania 
many years ago. Someone would start it by heav- 
ing a snowball at the head of a kid in a rival 
gang. The sides would form, we'd fire a barrage 
of snowballs at each other and then dig and build 
snow forts. 

After a bit, “new weapons” would be developed. 
Someone would soak a snowball in water and put 
it out to freeze. Then the other side would do 
the same—with a stone inside. So the long range 
battle would ebb and flow. But it would never end 
until one side charged the other’s fort, took pos- 
session and tore it down. 

Thus it is with war. I am not “playing down” 
or deprecating the atomic bomb, electronics and 
supersonic aircraft when I say that as long as we 
have war, fighting won’t end until a combat sol- 
dier moves in and takes the enemy’s missile 
launching sites, air fields, A-bomb factories. 


The fundamentals of war are the same whether 
the soldier wears chain-mail or a Flash Gordon 
helmet in battle. 

Let me tell you something of how we have im- 
proved the training methods, weapons, leader- 
ship and fighting spirit of the American soldier 
since the war. We think we’ve made real progress. 
Here’s what we have to show. 

Today’s G.I. is better trained because his in- 
structors are superior. They’re extremely profes- 
sional: and good. 

New combat clothing — stronger, lighter, and 
more durable—is under development. We even 
hope to have protective clothing that shell 
splinters will not pierce. Maybe that is your 
armor of the future. A new and lighter helmet, 
G.I.s will be glad to know, also is in view. 

We are much interested in cutting down the 
soldier’s pack load and may replace the roll pack 
with a knapsack. 

Battlefield communications have been much 
improved. Frontline infantry commanders can 
talk to the artillery and tanks on the same set. 

There has been much research since the end 
of the war on the question of food. Refrigerated 
trucks will bring to the field kitchen such things 
as frozen steak for the man at the front. C rations 
now have flavor as well as nutrition, and come 
in seven different menus. 


Army Thinks Now. of Individual... 


We think we have made strides in sitio, 
ing the outlook and fighting spirit of the soldier. 
Everything we are doing now emphasizes the 
dignity of the individual and pride in the pro- 
fession of arms as a career.

have no place in the army today. Swearing and 
shouting is no way to develop first class soldiers. 

All recruits are carefully screened, and if they 
show signs of making good leaders they are 
“tagged,” and assigned to new “leadership” 
courses. When the pressure is great, the leader 
emerges, standing out above his fellow men; 

Substitution of promotion by selection rather 
than seniority in the officer ranks has helped 
greatly. 

Let me tell you ‘aheo~within the limits of secur- 
ity—something about the strides that have been 
made in weapons since the war. 

All weapons will be lighter. Not only are we 
working on improved recoiless weapons, but also 
on a new rifle. We expect it to weigh considerably 
less than the 9.7-pound Garand. The ammunition 
for it will be much lighter. Yet we hope that it 
will have the same wallop and accuracy as the

present rifle well-known to front-line soldiers. 

I don’t believe that the present carbine or pis--. 
tol will be used. Probably the bayonet and trench 
knife will be merged. We also hope to have a | 
light machine gun to do away with the need for 
both a machine gun and automatic rifle. 

In artillery, the old 75-millimeter probably 
will be out, but certainly we'll have the 105, the 
155 and one or more of the heavier caliber pieces 
of field ordnance. 

We are working hard on a new mortar. The one 
thing our infantry hated most in the last war 
was mortar fire. if that's so, the enemy probably 
doesn’t like it either. 

Body armor for special purposes is definitely in 
the picture. Many soldiers become casualties 
from fragments that light armor might stop. Per- 
haps we can develop a light vest that will stop a 
bullet and leave only a bruise at worst. 

Modern training aids are employed far more 
than before. And the training schedules are care- 
fully mapped out and followed. We don’t waste 
time like we used to. “Hurry up and wait” is a 
sign of inefficiency and has no place in the Army 
today. We also tell the soldiers not only.what to 
do but why. 

The most important training, we feel, is unit 
training. If there is a next time, we know we 
won’t have much time to prepare. Training 
periods in an emergency will have to be short- 
essential. A machine gunner doesn’t have to know 
how to do major repairs on his weapon. On the 
other hand we must take time to build team | 
spirit. Napoleon attributed his defeat at Waterloo 
to the fact his men had not eaten soup together 
long enough. It’s still true. 


Fighting Periods Will Be Shorter 


If war comes, one thing we want to do is rotate 
units in the front line. Last time, they stayed in 
action far too long—some divisions as long as 120 
days. The only way out normally was on a 
stretcher. 

Units should never be kept in the line more 
than 30 days and if possible only 20 days. There 
will never be enough manpower to send divisions 
all the way back home after a stay in the line, 
but we can give their soldiers some assurance of 
respite by letting them swap jobs with other 
units in the rear. 

There divisions can rest, enjoy some recreation 
and then digest the lessons of battle. We never 


‘got full benefit from combat experience in World 


War II because no one had time to pass on what 
he had learned to other units. It is important 
that the rotation be by divisions rather than in- 
dividuals. Everyone needs the rest, division com- 
manders and their staffs as well as the combat 
infantryman. 

Soldiers must de fit to fight — like any other 
athletes. We can’t push them until they are too 
tired, or have been under fire too long. We can 
relieve them of some weight they carry — and 
often throw away. Food, blankets, extra shoes 
and ammunition can be brought up to them by 
jeep. Food can be improved and made far more 
palatable for the frontline soldiers. 

But let’s not get the wrong idea. We can alle- 
viate but not do away with the discomfort and 
dangers of ground combat. Sherman’s well known 
observation still stands unrefuted. All we can do 
is hope that there’ll never be another war. And 
at the same time, do our best to give the Amer- 
ican soldier who may have to fight in it the best 
training, leadership and —of course — weapons. ©

AN ANY MAN find a perfect dream 
house? Can this great atomic age 
produce anything so simple, but im- 
portant, as just a good house to live 
in—without headaches? 

Is the day close at hand when a man 
can go out and buy a “perfect” house 
for his needs—not a mansion, just a 
place he can put on a pedestal in his 
own mind, and still can pay for? 

House buying, unfortunately, con- 
tinues to be surrounded by entirely 
too many problems. However, there 
are builders who are taking steps 
toward what they think is perfection.

One fine yardstick is the following 
list of questions. It is based partly on 
the main points checked by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration when it 
approves any house for mortgage in- 
surance. (The FHA has rigid stand- 
ards, and while it approves no one 
floor plan or design, its seal of ap- 
proval means a buyer can know he is 
getting a good value.) 

If you cannot answer all these ques- 
tions affirmatively, proceed carefully! 
Here are the 10: 

1.Can you afford the monthly pay- 
ments? 

These must bear-a proper relation- 
ship to your present and anticipated 
income and expense. The amount you 
can spend for housing per month is 
easy to figure: it’s what’s left of your 
pay check after you pay food, cloth- 
ing, education, automobile, recrea- 
tion, insurance, other expenses. 

Shelter cost generally includes: 
payment on mortgage loan, including 
principal, interest and mortgage in- 
surance, maintenance and repairs, 
heat and utilities. And don’t forget 
that all-important item, the cash 
down payment. 

Analyze your financial capabilities 
and skip the heartbreaking scenes oc- 
curring every day in realty offices. 
Take the young Jones couple — they 
were astounded and distressed when 
their realtor said, “Sorry, but I can’t 
sell you that $10,750 rambler. Mr. 
Jones, your weekly salary isn’t enough 
to qualify for loan you’d need.” 

Jones, an ambitious clerk for a 
wholesale tire concern, couldn’t un- 
derstand. “But we can handle the $70 
monthly payments easily, and we 
have the $1,500 down payment. My 
wife and I both have steady jobs and 
between the two of us, we make $100 
per week,” he said. 

The realtor explained: “That’s the 
point. You both are a good risk today. 
But what about the future? The loan 
runs for 20 years. What if Mrs. Jones 
became pregnant next year and gave 
up her job? What if she lost her job, 
or decided to retire to keep house, 
then your $60 per week wouldn't be 
enough to pay the $70 per month loan, 
plus the gas, water and light bills.” 

2. Is the house you want soundly

built? Foundations, floors, roof, walls, 
ceiling, etc., must meet the test of 
time and wear. Examine the house— 
are the frame walls secured tightly to 
the masonry? Has*there been exces- 
sive settlement or cracking of founda- 
tion walls? Settling floors can be de- 
tected by cracks in the plaster by the 
floor boards. Defects in the lath and 
plaster walls can be detected by 
thumping and prodding. If they 
buckle, the plaster ‘has probably be- 
come loosened from the laths. 

3. Is the house really liveable? 
Whether it is large or small, good 
planning is important. It should be 
architecturally attractive both out- 
side and inside. It should be suited to 
the lot and fit in harmoniously with 


its surroundings. It should be de- 


signed for family needs, convenience 
and comfort, with sufficient privacy 
and adequate light and ventilation. 
Can you get to the bath without go- 
ing through the entire house? Is there 
adequate cabinet storage in the 
kitchen? Are rooms arranged to take 
advantage of prevailing breezes? Are 
the bedrooms closed off from the liv- 
ing quarters so the kids can sleep?

4. Is it in a desirable neighbor- 
hood? It must be one in which you 
would enjoy living for many years, 
one in which your proposed dream 
house harmonizes with other homes 
in the area. Neighborhood values 
must be protected by adequate zoning 
laws and property restrictions. If your 
property is zoned for one family 
homes, your neighbor can’t remodel 
his home into a neon-lighted hotel. 

5. Does it have eye appeal? A house 
of freakish design, even if it satisfies 
some odd personal preference, is gen-

erally avoided like the plague by 
bankers. The general appearance of 
the house, the way it sets on the lot, 
interior design, all must be architec- 
turally attractive—so much so that it 
will remain a good buy during the life 
of the mortgage. Then, if you must 
sell, chances of getting a good price 
are better. 

6. Is it “nature-resistant?” Your 
new house must withstand the dam- 
aging effects of sun and rain, decay 
and corrosion, fire and termites. Has 
the lot been graded so surface water 
drains away from the house? Is the 
lawn protected from erosion? Do wall 
studs and partitions have fire stops? 
Check for termites by prodding 
wooden beams in the basement with 
a penknife. If the wood is soft, dry 
rot or termites may be at work. 

7. Is it “use-resistant?” Materials 
and construction methods are ex- 
posed to a never-ending test through 
family usage. To test the plumbing, 
turn on all the faucets in a bathroom 
and flush the toilet at the same time. 
If the tap force is reduced to a trickle, 
the pipes may be old and rusted. Are 
floors strong enough to withstand 
movement of heavy furniture, washer, 
refrigerator, etc.? Are walls surround- 
ing the bath tub waterproofed? Will 
the kitchen sink operate after the 
children have washed grease and cof- 
fee grounds down the drain? 

8. Will there be adequate trans- 
portation? This is as important as 
modern heating, lighting and plumb- 
ing. Is there reasonably rapid trans- 
portation at moderate cost to work, 
schools, churches and shopping cen- 
ters? ) 

9. Will there be the “finer things 


in life?” Is it within reasonable dis- . 


tance of schools, churches, parks, and 
playgrounds? These mean better liv- 
ing for the entire family and con- 
tribute to the value of your home. 


FHA encourages the planning of 


neighborhoods which make proper 
provisions for such facilities. 

10. Are the utilities adequate? Does 
the property have an adequate 
water supply? Are there suitable sew- 
erage facilities? Are gas, electric and 
telephone services available? Are 
streets graded and surfaced? Is there 
proper police and fire protection? A 
home minus any one of these modern 
conveniences may prove a lemon 
when put up for resale. 

If the home you wish to buy mea- 
sures up to these 10 points, you may 
have your dream house on your hands!

About all we do know is that 
colors have wave lengths ranging 
from long to short, beyond which 
they become invisible ultra-violet 
and invisible infra-red.

along with scientists Fechner, 
Helmholtz and others, with. the 
theory that color is sheer illusion. 
The eye, sorting out the frequencies 
of light waves it receives, flashes 
messages to the brain, which in- 
terprets the various frequencies as 
different colors.

STONE GOLIATH 


Who created monsters of Easter island? 
Scientists still wrestle with that problem 


HE SCOWLING STONE GIANTS of 
Easter Island, a 55-square-mile 
splinter of land in the Pacific, have 
fascinated explorers and scientists 
since the Dutch navigator Rogge- 
veen discovered the island in 1722. 
The theory that this island in 
Polynesia is a link between Oce- 
ania, in the western Pacific, and 
America is still being argued. Stud- 
ies developed out of the Crocker 
Expedition of 1935—latest to the 
island—upSet the theory that the 
islanders came from a negroid tribe 
in Melanesia, part of Oceania. 
_ These studies revealed that the 
islanders have none of the negroid 
features of Melanesians. They are 
now considered pure Polynesian. 


It was their ancéstors, scientists 
assert, who carved the enormous 
statues out of the crumbly volcanic 
rock of the crater of Rano-raraku, 
on one end of the island, in the 
century before Europeans landed. 

These monoliths apparently were 
carved to surmount burial places 
built along one section of the shore. 
None of those at the burial places 
are now upright. Many of those in 
the crater, however, such as the 
one shown above, are still standing. 

How these figures, some 32 feet 
tall and weighing many tons, were 
moved from the crater to the burial 
grounds remains a mystery. Even 
the 450 to 500 Polynesians who still 
live on the lonely island don’t know.

Midgets live in a king-size world which 
has only two dimensions: big and little 


HEN FRIEDA BETSKY WAS A CHILD doctors said she was 
going to stay tiny the rest of her life. “I felt bad about 
it,” recalls Frieda, now a dark-haired 45-inch-high 
trouper playing with Singer’s Midgets in Chicago. “But 
somehow I knew I would have to get used to it.” 

This testament epitomizes the story of some 2,000 mid- 
gets in Europe and the U. S., who call themselves the 
“little people.” Today Frieda, now 33, is adjusted to living 
in a gargantuan setting made for the “big people,” a 
world in which chairs and mailboxes are too high, mer- 
chandise out of reach in stores, telephone calls an impos- 
sibility in regular booths. Housework takes multiplied 
energies. To set the table Frieda drags a chair to the cab- 
inet, climbs up to get the dishes. Placing silverware, she 
has to walk all around the table. “It’s so much bother,” 
Frieda says, “when mentally I’m the same as anybody.” 


Midgets consider themselves show people rather than pth 
folk, make $75 to $125 a week. Here, Frieda does song routine. 


Mathematical chances of being 
a Lilliputian are one in a million. 
Medical authorities say Lilliputian- 
ism is the result of a defect or total 
absence of the growth hormone of 
the pituitary gland and is not 
necessarily hereditary. Frieda has 
four normal-sized brothers and sis- 
ters and no known family history 
of homunculism, as doctors call it. 
Children of midgets have invari- 
ably grown up big, whether one or 
both parents were midgets. It is not 
uncommon for midgets to marry 
big people and lead happy marital 
lives, though midget mothers usu- 
ally have Caesarean births.

When she isn’t trouping Frieda 
keeps house at South Ozone Park, 
N. Y., where she lives with her 
father, a coach cleaner for the 
Long Island R. R. Her mother died 
when Frieda was 14. She does not 
mind when people try to help her 
or mistake her for a child, a phobia 
with most midgets. Frieda accepts 
dates with large men but is happier 
with “little people,” whom she loves 
and understands. 

Midgets often cherish a secret 
hope that they will grow. Many ac- 
quire a few inches after 30, and one 
midget grew to over six feet tall 
after an illness. Frieda has no such 
hopes. “God made me the way I 
am,” she says. “It’s a fantastic 
dream to think of being big. Why 
should I ever tear my heart out?”

IDGET FOLKLORE spans centuries: 
from a Tom Thumb who lived at 
King Arthur’s court to the great 
midget of recent times: General Tom 
Thumb. His real name was Charles 
Stratton; he lived from 1838 to 1883, 
and he was the world-famous protege 
of P. T. Barnum. Tom Thumb was 21 
inches high, talked to Queen Victoria 
while sitting on her footstool. 
Midgets lack a sense of humor, have 
a vanity which shows up curiously in 
their disliking to be confused with: 
dwarfs who, they say, are not “little 
people.”” Dwarfs are characterized by 
disproportion, having a head and 


trunk of normal size but limbs that 


are stunted. 

Anthropologists have only random 
data on midgets. Dr. C. W. Dupertuis 
of New York’s Presbyterian Hospital 
Studied them and found three types: 
(1) the infantile midget, who lodks 
and acts like a tiny child; (2) the true 
midget, who is an intermediate step 
toward (3) the miniature, a complete 
tabloid of the big adult. 

Midgets have large appetites, al- 
though Frieda, a plumpish 63 pounds, 
can't finish a regular adult’s dinner. 
They also have high resistance to dis- 
ease and never get bald. They prefer 
made-to-order clothes, wear chil- 


dren’s clothes only in a pinch. Frieda’s 
shoes cost $25 to $35 a pair. 

Frieda doesn’t think of herself as a 
freak. “I’m not tied down to a wheel 
chair,” she says. “I don’t need anyone 
to attend me. I can go anywhere I 
want and do anything I want. I enjoy 
my life!” 


She Had School Problems 


HEN THE DocTors first told her she 
was going to be small for the rest 
of her life, it didn’t quite sink in. “I 
just thought that maybe I’d grow less 
than the average person,” she says. 
“But I couldn’t start in school until 
I was eight. They didn’t want kids un- 
der three feet; the others would tor- 
ment them. As it was the kids made 
fun of me and called me ‘shrimp.’ I 
made up my mind I had to forget 
about my size. I played games and 
skipped rope more than the other 
girls. I thought this might help a mir- 
acle happen so that I’d grow and turn 
out like everybody else.” 
Gradually she abandoned this hope. 
Well-meaning adults often sympa- 
thized with her: “Oh, if you were 
only tall you could marry and lead a 
normal life,” Frieda told them to stop 
worrying about her. “As far as I was 
concerned, I was leading a normal 


life,” she said. “I didn’t want pity 
from anybody ... That still goes.” 

She still hopes to marry (she’s had 
several proposals from little people 
and big people) and she wants chil- 
dren. She’ll adopt them if she can't 
have them. 

Once somebody pushed Frieda un- 
der a New York subway turnstile, 
thinking she could get in free. “I 
walked right back and paid my fare,” 
she says firmly. “I did not want to go 
in free. I was not under age!” 

As a hobby, Frieda collects minia- 
ture dolls, which some amateur psy- 
chologists might think is a subcon- 
scious reflection of her own midget- 
ism. But Frieda’s practical; like many 
other women, she simply likes dolls. 
An expert with the needle, she likes 
to make “anything that’s small or 
dainty.” 

Manager of the Riverview Park 
troupe to which Frieda helongs is Leo 
Singer, 72, the original Baron von 
Singer, founder of Singer’s Midgets. 
They began in Austria when Singer’s 
sick daughter, after hearing Gulli- 
ver’s Travels, asked to see a Lilli- 
putian. Singer hired midgets to walk 
in the garden. His actress-wife taught 
them, and in time all three Singers 
were touring with the first all-midget 
show. Singer’s Midgets have played 
every state in the U. 8. Singer’s con- 
tribution: he has raised midgets 
above the sideshow freak level, has 
given them a dignity they never had.
